HE outlook for the bonds is not 
| very encouraging at the present 
time. Unless something is done to 


wake up the voters and get them to the 
polls on the day, of the election there is 
a strong probability of the issues being 
defeated. and that means that there will 
be no relief for those who are suffering 
trom the sewers and none for those who 
are without a water supply, unless—and 
there is a good deal in the word ‘“‘unless’’ 
—there is an incréase of the tax raise. 
Of course, such an-increase ‘would be bit- 
terly fought and there is therefore no 
forecasting what the result would be. 
The bonds are in danger, not because 
any one is opposed to them, but because 
nearly everyone is in favor of them. If a 
strong, healthy opposition should develop, 
it is more than probable that the bonds 
would be carried with a rush next Wed- 
nesday. Colonel John B. Goodwin, chair- 
man of the bond campaign committee, hit 
the nail on the head several days ago. 


He said: 

“It has been my experience that wnen 
there is no opposition it is a difficult mat- 
ter to make-the people manifest any in- 
terest. They think it is of no uSe. We 
bave the same sort of feeling on ‘our 
réguiar election days. We poll a large 
vote during the primaries, but when elec- 
tioh aay comes very few of us go to the 
polls.” 

That expresses the situation, There 
would be no difficulty about passing the 
bonds if a majority vote could carry them. 
The law provides that two-thirds of those 
registered must vote in favor of the 
bonds before they can be issued, and if 
the issues are defeated it will be. because 
the registered voters overlook that fact. 

There js something to fight in the pres- 
ent campaign and,.,that.. something is 
apathy. It hag taken hold of the votcrs 
ana appears to be affecting the cam- 
paign -committees. If those who have 
accepted the duty of carrying this bond 
fiseue grow careless, it is certain to be 
defeated and the fault will be theirs. Dur- 
ing @ recent meeting. one member -of-a 
committee said that nothing could be 
done because there was no money. Now 
the committee ought to know well enough 
that there is money in the contingent 
fund: and council is not going to allow 
the committeemen to pay from their own 
pockets the expenses of an election that 
is being held for the public good, 

Council has turned the matter of car- 
rying these bonds over to the commit- 
tees from the various wards. They have 
accepted the task and it is their duty 
to bring the matter before the people and 
get the voters to the polls on election 
day.

Paris, April 18.—Whefh the now famous 
Russo-Austrian note to the sultan of 
Turkey on the subject of the reforms to 
be immediately carried out in the Balkan 
provinces was sent to that ineffable po- 
tentate, assurances were given that not 
a day would be lost in giving satisfaction 
to the wish of Russia and Austria, and, 
for that matter, of the rest of Christian 
Europe. 

At last, we said, we seem to be on the 
eve of Turkey living in peace and happi- 
ness with her vassals. There weré some 
ineredulous pecple, however, who thougnat 
that this was too good to be true, and 
who said: 

‘The wily old villain is at his old gaine 
again.”’ 

And sure enough he is. 

Nothing has been done; nothing is be- 
ing done, and nothing will be done: 

Austria is powerless. France does not 
care, Englapd could not do the work 
alone, and Russia, whois the only power 
that could turn Turkey out of Europe, is 
‘afraid of complications. 

Austria-Hungary has quite. enough to 
do to look after her own affairs. 
| The difficulty of that country has long 
‘ been the extraordifary nurmbér, and vi- 
tality ‘of smaller hationalities over which 
she holds sway. 

It is her inheritance from the days of 
the holy Roman empire, when the héir 
of the western Caesars was regarded 
through western Christendom as }jthe 
representative of heaven in temporal af- 
fairs: when he and the pope were every- 
thing. 

The emperors of Austria were tha suc- 
cessors of those western rulers, and now, 
though their universal realm is so much 
limited, it has required all their time 
and efforts to keep their power over 
such divergent nationalities as Hungari- 
ans, Germans, Czechs and Slavs; to say 
nothing of all the other races in the more 
remote provinces of the empire. 

Even since the untimely death of the 
crown prince of Austria one of the most 
important questions of Europe has been, 
“What will happen whén the prudent old 
Austrian emperor dies?’ 

It is because the situation of Austria 
has long been so critical that it is inter- 
esting to observe the wisdom of the ven- 
}erablé emperor in choosing his new prime 
minister, 2 man whom the statesmen of 
Europe regard as possibly the savior of 
that distracted empire. 

Herr von Koerber, a mere boutfgeols 
Official, may succeed in holding the tue 
power of a state where the aristocracy 
are so jealous of their rights, and in or- 
ganizing political parties on such lines 
that the Austrian empire may survive 
even the death of an emperor whose per- 
sonal influence has long been regarded as 
the only bond of union among its jarring 
elements,

would have it that the visit of King Ed- 
ward of England to King Carlos of Por- 
tugal meant tusiness, and that the prob« 
ablé result of it would be the cession of 
Delagoa bay to England. 

First of all, since England has annexed 
the Transvaal, Delagoa bay has céased to 
be to England an object of vital neces- 
sity. 

Besides, people little know those two 
charming and jolly monarchs, who imag- 
ine that they ever meet on business.

Dresden, April 18.—The American colony 
here lost caste since Consul General Cole 
“took it all back’’ with regard to Dentist 
O’Brien.

It is remembered that in the 
early nineties the United States had a 
consul in Leipzig that set the American 
eagle screaming all over the kingdom.

It appears that the Leipzig police placed 
under surveillanee two American giris 
who had gone to that city to study music, 
and, in their innocence of German ways, 
had failed to provide themselves. with 
passports, birth certificates and similar 
papers. The girls appealed to the consul, 
who remonstrated with the aythorities 
and pledged himself to procure the neces- 
sary papers within a fortnight. At the 
same time, he exgcted a written promise 
that the girls would not be molested, but 
next day learned that the police had in- 
vaded their boarding house, throwing out 
nasty insinuations and threatening arrest. 
Thereupon, the consul drove to the chief 
of police, and, despite efforts to restrain 
him, walked up to that mogul and asked 
what he meant by breaking faith with the 
American government.

SWITCHBOARD 
NOW STRAIGHT 


Delicate and Costly - Work 
at Bell Telephone 
Exchange. 


The straightening out of the switch- 
board of the Southern Bell Telephone and 
Telegraph Company's exchange was be- 
gun last Saturday about midnight 
and was completed in three hours’ time. 
Heretofore the switchboard has occu- 
pied a large room on the third floor of 
the telephone: building on South Pryor 
street, and although the room was very 
large, it was necessary to arrange the 
switchboard in the shape of a horse shoe, 
with one side a little longer than the 
other. It is composed of fifteen sections, 
each 6 feet in Jength and weighing about 
a ton. 

For some time since:plans have been 
considered for removing eight of these 
sections to the room recently completed 
in the new building just to the rear of 
the old. The mere moving of these sec- 


and that, too, with great care so as not 
to‘interfere with the service. Every one 
of the eight sections was mounted on 
castors and was so perfectly balanced as 


few wires in the entire movement. Sev- 
eral officials of the company were sceptic 
as to whether the change could be suc- 
cessfully made and up untfl the time 
when the last section was placed in the 
straight line desired, there were some as- 
sisting in the work who thought it im- 
probable, if not impossible, to do it with- 
cut serious injury to some part. The 
success of the enterprise was due, of 
course, to the careful planning and thor- 
ough prezaration of those who had it in| 
charge. It was a unique problem from 
a mechanical viewpoint and is without 
& precedent in the history of telephone 
exchanges. 

When the switchboard was put in a 
straight line a new problem arose, as is}; 
usually the case with such things. The 
fact that it had been in a curved line 
gave rise to a lot of slack cable on the 
tack side.of the switchboard, and as 
slack cable is not desirable on switch- 
beards it must be “taken up.” This oper- 
ation will involve the cutting and con- 
necting of ‘nearly ‘a half ‘million wires 
which will take something Uke a monta 
or two if nd time is lost. This is con- 
sidered a more difficult ‘task than any 
other part of the operation of straight- 
ening out the switchboard. :

The bo 
progressivenees of this community is to be put to the test. 

Next Wednesday, April 22, our people will be called 
on the proposition to issue ’$400,000 of municipal bonds for the pur- 
pose of making necessary: improvements and extensions to the city’s 
water and sewerage systems. a 


There is absolutely no opposition to this proposed bond issue. The 


people generally recognize the urgent necessity for these public im- 


provements. They fully realize that the future progress and prosperity 


of their city depend, in a very large measure, thereon. 


And yet we are tol@:on the very eve of the election that there is _ 


grave danger that the bond proposition will fail of passage. Not be- 
cause of any opposition thereto; but, as paradoxical as it may seem, 
because of the unanimity of public sentiment thereon. 

Can this be possible in Atlanta? {Is an important public undertaking 
like this to die of lethargy? It ts not the Atlanta way! The Conasti- 
tution will not believe that the “Atlanta spirit” has so suddenly gone 
to sleep. : 

The effect of the failure of this movement cannot be overéstimated. 
It would be a serious blow for this city. Not alone in the fact that to 
fail to extend and improve our water and sewerage systems would re- 
tard the growth and progress of our city—that would be bad enough; 
but that the progressive spirit which has become synonymous with At- 
lanta’s name will have scored its first defeat. | 

Shall this be? Shall we have it said that the spirit of progress 
has received a check in this proverblally the most progressive city of 
its size in the country? Shall it go out that Atlanta has failed in a pub- 
lic movement ihat means so much for the material welfare and advance 
ment of the community? 

We think not! It is not too late to get rid of the apathy that 
seems to threaten our future progress and prosperity. Atlanta has 
done more wonderful things than snatch victory from apparent defeat 
within a period of four days. More than once she has pulled herself to- 
gether at the last moment and sustained her well-earned, glorious repu- 
tation for civic pride and progressiveness. 

She will do so again. The “Atlanta spirit” knows no such word as 
fail. It is invincible. It is unconquerable. It’s watchword is “for- 
ward!” It does not believe in standing still. 

To fail to authorize this expenditure for sewer and water exten- 
sions just now would be to stand still. The city has outgrown the 
present systems, Either they must be enlarged, or the city must stop 
growing. Which shall it be? 

The situation is, in reality, even more serious than this. Not the fu- 
ture zlone, but the present is vitally involved in the proposition on 
which we are to vote next Wednesday. The Constitution was never an 
alarmist, but it tells the people now that the health of this city is at 
Stake. This is the verdict of every man who has given the matter any 
study. Every expert and every representative of the people who has 
spoken has proclaimed this. Many of our most substantial citizens, im- 
pressed with the necessity for preserving the health of the city, have 
publicly urged that the people turn out. and ratify these proposed im- 
provements. ~ 

There is, as stated. absolutely no difference of opinion. It is. only 
apathy that endangers this important undertaking. Every _ citizen, 
knowing there is no opopsition to the bonds, seems to feel that every 
other citizen will attend to the voting. It requires no argument to 
show that this feeling will defeat the bond issue. 

Just 3,300 citizens have registered since January 1. It will require 
2,200 affirmative votes of these to secure the success of the proposed 
sewer and water extensions. Under the law, the consent of two-thirds 
of the qualified voters is necessary. It matters not if there is not one 
vote polled against the bonds, they will fail unless 2,200 votes are cast 
ingiayor thereof. Two out of every three men registered must vote or 
th@-bonds will fail to carry. 

And Atlanta, for the ‘first time in her history, will have subscribed 
to the stand-still policy. For once the “Atlanta spirit” will have failed. 

Surely this is important enough to arouse our people to action. 
Surely’ we will not fail to shake off the apathy that seems to have 
taken possession of us, and go to the polls on Wednesday and work and 
pul] once more—for Atlanta. 

It is a matter that should appeal to every citizen of this city. No 
busy man should be so busy next Wednesday that he cannot take a fcw 
minutes off to go to the polls and vote for—a Greater Atlanta. No law- 
yer, doctor or preacher should hesitate to.sacrifice one professional 
duty in order to perform this duty for his city. Every workingman 
and every employee should be allowed an hour next Wednesday to 
cast his ballot for his city’s continued progress and prosperity. 

Let those in charge of the sewer and water campaign not despair, 
Atlanta has never yet failed. The “Atlanta epirit’” has more than once 
been called upon at the eleventh hour—and prevailed. 

This city ig not yet ready to abandon that progressive policy which 
has made her what she is—‘“the greatest city of her size in the world.” 
Atlanta is not yet ready to adopt a stand-still programme. 

Atlanta needs the help of 2,200 of her patriotic, progressive citizens 
next Wednesday. She has never yet sounded a call that that many 
and more did not respond, booted and spurred for action. They will not 
fail her now. We will not believe that the “Atlanta spirit” has been 
suddenly becalmed. 

The issue now is a Greater Atlanta. What Atlantan will fail to re- 
spond to that call?

THE SEE-SAW AS AN OBJECT LESSON. 


Cotton continues to play see-saw, but the farmer is no longer on 
the board—he is under it. 

' The “bull” has possession of one end of the plank and the “bear” 
the other. . 

The farmer’s back, as he bends to his task of planting the new crop, 
is the fulcrum on which the market moves up and down. | 

Just now the “bull” thas his end of the plank well against the 
ground, but-the “bear” is not particularly disturbed. for he knows it 
will swing the other way next fall. : 

What a pity this order of things can’t be reversed. Cotton at ex- 
ceeding 10 1-2 cents looks very fine, even in April, but it would look 
much better in October. | 

How unfortunate for the cotton planter that the “bull” always 
waits until the spring to get in his work, while the “bear” seems to have 
it all his own way in the fall. 

Ig there no remedy for Tais? Is there no way by which the men 
who make the crop may have something to say about the price? 

Perhaps there might be, if our southern farmers were in position to 
display just a little more independence in marketing their crop. Instead 
of having to dispose of their cotton at once, in order to meet obligations 
incurred in making it, if they were in a position to keep the buyers wait- 
ing awhile, perhaps the “bears” might not find it go easy to press down 
his end of the board. 

Those who have managed it this way during the past few years. 
have found that it paid handsomely. Ten or fifteen or twenty dollars a 
bale “extra” profit is worth waiting for. 

But there is some consolation in the situation—the cotton planter is 
becoming more and more independent every year. Eight and nine cents 
for cotton isnt so bad, after all. And a iew more years like the last 
few will enable every cotton planter in the south to keep a nice balance 
in bank, even if the “bull” is not in the zenith of his glory in the fall. 

Just one thing is essential—not to overdo the thing. Ten-cent cotton, 
even in April, makes the temptation to plant a few extra acres very 
Strong. If very many: yield to it, however, it is easy to be seen that 
an extra million bales or so is inevitable. -And half that increase in the 
total crop would lower prices. Instead of eight, nine or ten-cent cot- 
ton, we would have five, six or seven-crnt cotton. And no surplus 
money at the end of the year. . 

Don’t be tempted. by the high jinks the “bull” is just now cutting 
on the board. Remember the “bear” is at the other end—ever press- 
ing down with all his might. Remember, too, that the board usually

The direct and immediate advan- 
tages of careful lumbering when com- 
bined with the practice of forestry 
have seldom been so forcibly shown 
as in the case of the University of the 
South, at Sewanee, Tenn., the timber 
lands of which well-known educational 
institution have since 1900 been man- 
aged under direction of the bureau of 
forestry. 

Although $3,000 for all of its timber 
was considered a fair offer by the uni- 
versity in 1899, the forestry bureau, 
by its plan of management, has al- 
ready secured a net profit for the uni- 
versity of $3,200. Four more years of 
lumbering remain to be done, and for 
three years at least there is an as- 
sured annual profit of $1,500. In a 


word, timber formerly valued at $3,000 | 


will have been made to yield a profit 
of over $/,000, 

Sewanee is' on the top of a spur of 
the Cumberland’ plateau, and is a noted 
summer resort. When the university 
opens in the summer, hundreds of per- 
sons from various parts: of ‘the south 
occupy cottages in the mountain town, 
and the excellent. work of.the bureau 
of forestry is thus brought to: the at- 
tention of a large nitmber of ‘people, 
many of them owners of southern tim- 
ber lands, who see for themselves thé 
great practical advantages of forestry 
and careful lumbering in the surpris- 
ingly large profits and improved ap- 
pearance of the forest. 

This is a most praiseworthy depart- 
ment of modern governmental pater- 
nalism, and so obvious are its results 
that it is predicted that within a 
decade every state of the union will 
have its own department of forestry. 
Readers of The Constitution interest- 
ed in the detailed account of how the 
resuits inthe Sewanee forest have 
been achieved can obtain “the informa- 
tion by writing for Bulletin 39, just is- 
sued by the bureau of forestry. The 
bulletin does not furnish such specific 
instructions for the management of 
timber lands like those at Sewaree 
that they can be applied to them with- 
out expert assistance. It illustrates, 
however, what may be done with such 
timber lands; and especially does it 
emphasize that lumbering and forestry 
may be practiced in the south, as 
elsewhere, with much profit.

as if he had been bora with the tripod 
in his hand, _ But this is not strange, in 
view of the fact that for years he has 
been a prominent. contributor t> the 
press of the state as well as an active 
participant in public affairs. 

The Rome Tribune, already one of the 
brightest and livest of the south’s small- 
er dailies, offers a fine field for Colonel 
Johnson's exceptional talents, and even 
in the short time that he has had charge 
of that paper he seems to have made it 
still more vigorous.and attractive. The 
new owner of The Tribune is thoroughly 
in line with the progressive spirit of 
that ‘thriving little city, and he has 
gone actively to work in her behalf. He 
not only has large faith in Rome and 
that section of Georgia, but he has large 
interests there, and his heart is in his 
work. 

Colonel soaznson is a man of charming 
perronality, and he numbers his friends 
by the thousands. As a lawyer he was 
promigent at the bar of his section and 
as a legislator he made a wide reputa- 
tion for ability and zeal as a _ public 
servant. He was first elected to the 
legislature from Clarke county in 18%

The life story of R. T. Wilson would 
be a good thing to réad, too, if it could 
ever be got into type, but it can’t. 

Mr. Wilson came here from the south 
soon after the close of the civil war, but 
he was a northerner by birth, halfling 
from Connecticut. He went south when 
only a lad, poor, but enterprising. After 
the war, when he came north, he was 
rich—for those days—and quite as en- 
terprising as ever. 

But -his enterprise, at first, took on 
Tather an unusual twist—for a man. It 
ran more toward social success, not to 
put too fine a point on if, at first. rather 
than to business. Much more than he 
wanted additional wealth.\he wanted to 
get his wife and daughters into the so- 
cial swim, and he did it. 

Probably his is the only instance in all 
history of social climbing where the so- 
Clal battle has been fought virtually un- 
aided by a man, for, according to ali tra-

‘ditions, no female member of the Wilson 


family took any hand in the social bat- 
tle—to speak hibernically—till after it 
had been won. Of the details of that bat- 
tle little is now remembered even by -so- 
ciety folks. 

In a@ general way, though, it seems to 
be agreed that the fight was won mainly 
through the cooperation of the Astors, 
and by reason of cértain business fa- 
vors which Mr. Wilson was able to do 
that famous family of social millionaire- 
dom. At any rate, when R. T. Wilson's 
son, Orme Wilson, married an Astor girl, 
the Wilson place was as secure in society 
as the foundation of the everlasting. 
rock-ribbed hills, and so remains to this 
day. 

All the Wilson girls married well. One 
is the wife of the present British ambas- 
sador to the United States. One is the 
wife of a Goelet, and one is the wife of a 
Vanderbilt, as the world is never allowed 
to forget. 

The one speck in the cup of social joy 
for the Wilsons ts that the Vanderbilts 
never did, and probably never will, ap- 
prove of the Wilson daughter and sister 
and niece and cousin in law. Perhaps 
the most curious side to this matter lies 
in the circumstance that the Wilsons 
were ‘“it’’ in New York society almost 
ages before any of the Vanderbilts got 
in. 

R. T. Wilson himséif is one ,of the 
handsomest men of his years in New 
York or anywhere else. He is pretty well 
along now, having outlived Collis P. 
Huntington, his chief~rival for honors 
as thé best looking old man in this town, 
by some time. 

Really, half a dozen years ago, these 
two old chaps were a remarkable pair of 
examples of virile, well preserved old 
mantiood, and there is none among the 
younger generation of younger railroad 
men or financiers now on the boards who 
can compare with them in personal pul- 
chritude. 

To go back to the prevalence of money 
in these latter years; the same excess 
over former years exists outside New 
York as in this big town. This excess 
began half a dozen years ago, and when 
it began it wes a genuine surprise even 
to those who were most directliy in 
tduch with it. 

A very striking case in point was fur- 
nished two or three years ago. when the 
general manager of a frelativély small 
western rallroad came east to attend the 
annual meeting of his board of directors.

American litterateur. Parsons, it will 
be remembered, was an author and poet 
of note, but his greatest claim to fame 
rests in the fact that his poetical. trans- 
lation of Dante's ‘“Tivina Commedia” | 
has been pronounced the most succesgs- 
ful reproduction in the English language 
of the spirit and power Of the great 
Italian's masterpiece. Parsons, who was 
ediicated and passed most of his life in 
Boston, died at Scituate, this state, on 
the 3d of September, 1892, leaving, as his 
next of kin and only heirs at law, two 
sister, Frances Monti, of New York city, 
now a resident of Rome, Italy, and Ade- 
line Lunt, of Gcituate, now deceased. 
So far as appeared at the time of his 
death, he left no will and in due course 
administration was taken out in the 
usual form about -two weeKs later, and 
the estate was administered as an in- 
testate. The property was valued at 
over $100,000. Under the law relating to 
intestate issues this went to hig sisters 
and their issue. 


The Countess @’Aulby, who 1s. the 
daughter of Adeline Lunt, the sister of 
the testator, has now applied to the 
probate court for Suffolk county for the 
probate of the will of her uncle, and 
the will, accompanied by the customary 
affidavits, has been presented tio the 
court. The instrument is date July 12, 
184, and is in the quaint handwriting of 
W. I. Bowditch, of Brookline, the vet- 
eran conveyancer, who was one of the 
witnesses to the signing of the will, and 
who, by the way, visited the probate 
court Tuesday and gave his testimony in 
regard to the preparation of the docu- 
ment which he had written fifty-nine 
years before. All of the Other witnesses 
to the signing of the will died before 
Parsons. 

The existence of the will was not known 
until August, 1900, when it was discov- 
ered while Register George was over- 
hauling some old papers which had been 
placed on deposit in the office and which 
had remained in the safe undisturbed for 
many years. As soon as the will was 
found it was placed on file with the other 
papers in the Parsons case, and the 
proper parties notified. In making an 
éxamination of some titles to real es- 
tate owned by Parsons, counsel have con- 
sidered it necessary te have the will pro- 
bated, and a petition to that effect has 
been filed with Register George. It was 
thought that the validity of some title 
might depend upon the probate of the 
will, and it is in order to obviate any 
difficulty that might arise in the future 
in this direction, and to make the titles 
perfectly clear; that the probate court 
is now asked to allow the will that has 
laid in the dusty archives for so many 
years. Fortunately the will makes. no 
material change in the disposition of the 
property. ; 


Parsons was born in Boston August 19, 
1819, and was educated ip the public 
schools. In 1836 he went to Italy, where 
he made such rapid progress jn the stydy 
of Italian literature that’he translated 
the first ten cantos of the “Inferno,” 
which translations were publighed in Bos- 
ton in 1843. Returning to Boston he prac- 
ticed dentistry, and later removed to and 
resided in England, receiving a Har- 
vard degree of master of arts while he 
was living abroad. In 1854 he issued a} 
volume of poems entitled “Getto di 
Roma’’; in 1867 he completed his transla- 
tion of the “Divina Commedia,’ and in 
the same year he published his poem, 
‘The Magnolia."’ “The Old House at 
Sudbuey” and “In the Shadow of the 
Obelisk’’ appeared in 1870 and 1872, re- 
spectively. After the latfer date he re- 
s‘ded in Boston and devoted his life ex- 
clusively to literary pursuits. Mis ‘“Hud-

Discovery in Parthenogenesis. 

Dr. Martin H. Fischer, a coworker of 
Dr. Loeb at the University of California, 
has announced the results of experiments 
which show that cane sugar has almost 
as strong an effect fn developing life from 
the eggs of the nereisx, a small sea worm, 
as salt or potassium chloride which were 
used by Dr. Loeb. This goes to disprove 
the theory generally held that develop- 
ment was produced by the effect of ton®#, 
the electrically charged: particles of salt 
and potassium chloride in ,glution, as 
sugar is non-electrolyte. Scientists say 
that Dr. Fischer’s expeYiments sustain 
another theory, that the development was 
due to ‘‘osmotic pressure.”’ 


A Prehistoric Burying Ground. 

Professor Warten Morehead, of Phillips 
Academy, Massachusetts, has discovered 
near Hopkinsville, Ky., the burying 
ground of what he believes to be a prehis- 
toric people. Ten skel@tons have. been 
exhumed in a good state of preservation. 
They were found in receptacles built of 
flat stones which also. contains stone 
knives and cups, Professor Morehead 
says the bones are those of an extinct 
race of mound builders.

German Medium Convicted. 

Anna Roeth, the famous “flower -medi- 
um” of Germany and Switzerland, was 
sentenced after a six days’ trial at Berlin 
to eighteen months’ imprisonment. Many 
witnesses testified to having seen her pro- 
duce beautiful and strange flowers from 
the air, but detectives told of having 
searched her at one of the seances and 
finding flowers concealed in her dress. The’ 
court held that had she claimed to pos- 
ses inexplicable natural powers she could 
not have been convicted, but in claiming 
supernatural powers she had said some- 
thing she could not maintain. 

Southern Roads Enjoined. 

On petition of the Georgia Sawmill As- 
sociation the United States circuit court 
at Columbus, Ga., issued an injunction re- 
straining a number of southern railroads 
from putting into effect a proposed ad- 
vance of 2 cents a hundred on: lumber 
shipments to the west. The roads are or- 
dered to show cause on April 24 why the 
injunction should not be made perma- 
nent. An illegal combination between the 
railroads was also charged. 


Oklahoma Divorce Invalid.

But before practicing 
them, be certain to insure a bounteous 
supply of fresh air for the bout, and pay 
no attention to any of the professional 
rules of boxing, except those regulating 
the correct standing position of the foul 
line. 
Left-Hand Swing. 

To deliver an effective jefti-hand swing 
creep up to your opponent with the left 
foot. When you seé an opening that you 
feel will give you a good blow on some 
part of his neck or jaw, bring the right 
foot elosé to the left, and at the same 
time throw the upper part of your body 
forward, along with the left, for neck 
or jaw. The arm must be bent at the 
elbow. Never swing with a straight arm. 
Then your opponent, when hé guards, will 
not be able to bend your arm backward 
at the elbow and thereby cause you cer- 
tain discomfort in that locality. 

To guard a left-hand swing, throw up 
the tight elbew to the height of the chin 
and about 8 inches in front of it. The 
foredrm should slant so that the oppo- 
nent cannot slip his left over and de- 
liver an effective, ‘olow. He may be able 
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to eet in a glancing blow, but don't mind 
a little thing like that. 

If the boxer on guard is aeieh, as a 
rule, he can use his left to good advan- 
tage, but he should remember that his op- 
ponent has a right to guard with. 

Both the swing ad the-guard are illus- 
trated in figure 1. 

Right and Left-Hand Swing. 

The right-hand swing is practically the 
reverse of the left. It is a better blow, 
however, and it must. be delivered from 
a greater distance, since the left of the 


body is always forward in boxing. A, 


boxer must be very sure of being able to 
deliver this swing before trying it. He 
must also be cafeful that his forearm 
does not strike the elbow of the oppo-

There is much pleasant diversion and 
surprise in the back-hand biow. 

The opponent will often lean his body 
and head back, as you swing for him, 
and enjoy your discomfiture as your first 
passes harmlessly in front of his face.

As the rapid jerking of the head, neces- 
sary to dodging and ducking, makes & 
boxer more or less dizzy, the opponent 
will be taken off guard and so surprised 
that he will make scarcely any attempt 
at retaliation; and if the blows aré rightly 
delivered he will ask leave to take @ fest.

ICH in historic interest, Clay coun- 
R ty stands aS & monument to the 

noble man for whom it was named. 
it ig one of the three counties in south- 
west Georgia baid off in 1854 and named 
for those three great men—Clay, Calhoun 
and Webster. Clay was made from 
Barly and Lee. The county is well situ- 
ated and the farm lands yield an abund- 
ant harvest. 

Away from a railroad and nestling in 
the very midst of the county’s most fertile 
belt of land is the Nttle town of Bluffton, 
having & population of something over 
five hundred people in its immediate com- 
munity. There have been few sudden 
developments to take placé in Clay, but 
ite prosperity has been manifést and 
gieady since it was first laid off as a 
county. And Buffton has néver khown 
a “doom,” but it progress has been 
fteadily upward since first {t called itself 
by a name. 

The town has a most efficient public 
gchool system and an executive body, 
consisting of a mayor and four council- 
men.

‘The town has’ one good hotel 
and a dozen or more brick stores. 
Fort Gaines, 

The largest point in the county, and 
the one. of most. historic and financial 
interést, is Fort Gaines. It is the county 
seat and is beautifully located on a 
high bluff overlooking the Chaitahoo- 
chée river, some 200 feet above ordinary 
water level. The name of the town is 
derived from a fort built there as a 
protection against attacks of Indians 
by order of Genera! Gainés, The town is 
the terminus of @ ‘branch of the Central 
of Georgia ggilroad. From the high point 
above the a... can be. seen miles and 
miles of the territory of ‘the state of 
Alabama, which lies just across the riv- 
er, The country surrounding Fort Gaines 
ia mainly level and has an aburidant 
growth of, long leaf pine. Along ‘the 


the hum of business makés itself felt, 
one gees unmistakable signs of the typ- 
-ical old-time southerner. The town is 
still teautifully sha@ged by mammoth 
trees and new ones are being planted 
to take the place of old ones which are 
dying. Indeed, as to location and people 
the remark. of a traveling salesman not 
very long ago is most appropriate: 

“T think,” said he, “that of all thé 
places I have ever had occasion to visit, 
this is the most ideal and its people 
most delightful. It is very inconvenient 
for the town that thé railroad does not 
run more than one train a day into 
Fort Gaines, and the people should have 
better treatment at its hands.”’ 

Municipal Administration. 

The council consists of R. C. McAliis- 
ter, mayor, an@ A. W. Holley, J. B. Pe- 
terson, N..H. McClendon and 8. D. Cole- 
man, councilmen. Hon. Joshua Jones is 
the clerk of thé council. The town has 
two ably conducted banks. The oldest 
is the Bank of Fort Gaines, of which 
Hon, Joe Vinson is president and J. E. 
Paullin cashier. Their capital stock is 
$50,000. The other bank, which is the 
newest, but which has been doing a re- 
markable business, is the First National 
Bank of Fort Gaines. It has a capital 
stock and surplus of $4,000, $85,000 dollars 
of deposits and $80,000 loans and dis- 
counts.

COMBINATIAN ERA 
THING OF PAST 


This 1s Admitted by Men Close 
lo J.P Morgan, 


Financiers Busy Saving Prices—Fu- 
ture of Northern Securities Com- 
\ pany—Benefits of Commu- 
nity Ownership Remain. 
No Rate Wars. 


New York, April 18.—(Special.)—Those 
close to J. Pierpont Morgan admitted to 
day that the combination era was prac- 
tisally over, that with possible suits con- 
fronting mergers which have already been 
put through, and threatening to undo 
some of the great industrial mergers, it 
was idle to try to organize any more. 
He said the attention of the financial 
Yeaders during the last week had becn 
devoted to finding their way out of a bad 
job—in hope of saving what had already 
been accomplished and keeping togethe! 
the equities involved. But as for the 
future, no more mergers are to be under- 
taken, at least, not unless some new 
jegislation is passed which will protect 
guch transactions. Nothing of this kind 
is thought possible. As fur the Northern 
Securities merger, it is assumed that it 
will be finally knocked out by the United 
States supreme court. Some _ sort of 
trusteeship will be devised to save the 
pieces of this combination. They will 
have to do something, since it would be 
manifestely impossible to return the equi- 
ties and dividends to the proper persons. 
One shareholder might demand Great 
Northern and another Northern Pacific 
stock, and too little of one or too much 
of the other would be required. A trusi- 
ship will solve the problem. That is, the 
Great Northern stock controlled by North- 
ern Securities may be hela so that the 
combination will in a sense be kept to- 
gether. In this event present sharehold- 
ers would get a proportionate amount of 
those of each subsidiary company, the 
management being controlled by the same 
group of men. This would violate the 
law in spirit, but, it is thought, the 
scheme could not be upset. 

Although no new mergers are to be put 
through, the highest authorities said that 
the benefits of community of ownership 
would remain. They regarded it as cer- 
tain that there will be no more rate 
wars, such as devasted the resources of 
the railroads a few years ago. The bene- 
fits derived from cooperation have been 
strikingly illustrated by the Northern 
Securities group. The earnings of the 
Great Northern, Northern Pacific and 
Burlington last year increased 14 per 
cent, compared with the previous year. 
Officials of those companies said that un- 
dowbtedly 60 per cent of the increase was 
directly due to the fact that the Burling- 
ton was controlled by Great Northern 
and Northern Pacific and all were run 
in close harmony, instead of trying to in- 
jure one another as much as possible. 
The benefits of cooperation have been too 
atriking, they declare, for them to throw 
away the lessons which have been learn- 
ed. There will undoubtedly be close co- 
operation between financial heads of cor- 
porations in future, whatever may be the 
fate of existing mergers. They will find 
some way so that each may get the great- 
est net results, as they are doing at pres- 
ent. A parallel was drawn with the gloom 
of railroad officials when the decision of 
the supreme court in the Trans-Missouri 
case pronounced all traffic associations 
illegal and compelled them to disband. 
Serious rate wars were predicted, but 
nothing of the kind ocurred. The rail- 
roads went about their business as here- 
tofore—they even did better.

Much has been said this week in re- 
gard to the relative values of securities 
under the:-new order of things, compared 
with what they were, on the assumption 
that combinations may be maintained. lf 
the above conclusions are true, there 
should be little difference in results be- 
tween the past and the future. The ques- 
tion as to ,whether prices of securities 
have been inflated does not enter into the 
case. Stocks have experienced sharp de- 
clines, St. Pual, for instance, having 
dropped about 4 points, Northwestern 
hearly 100 and such standard issues as 
Pennsylvania and New York Central 
very sharply. The turn of the market 
this week, after the sharp break follow- 
tng the Northern Securities decision, 
looked to some as if a whelesale abandon- 
ment of combinations had been discount- 
ed. If this is true, it is now a question 
how far business conditions will continue 
such as to permit individual corporations 
to continue earning as much as before. 
For earnings, after all, are the criterion 
which determines values and influence 
‘the public to buy or sell stocks. The ver- 
dict was pronuonced by the public that 
the big corporations were turning out too 
many new securities, as indicated by the 
heavy liquidation of investment holdings 
in Pennslyvania, New York Central] and 
other companies. Furthermore, the of- 
fering of new bonds at comparatively low 
prices, compared with those ruling two 
years ago, showed plainly that the offi- 
Clals know they were not worth any 
more. 

But since the glass has been focussed 
on Northern Securities and that stock 
had a drop of a dozen points in three 
days, bringing it 25 points below the high 
figure of last autumn, which was 118 3-4, 
it is interesting to note just what -the 
company is earning, and what each of 
the subsidary companies can do. The 
conclusion is warranted that if the mer- 
ger were disbanded and a present stock- 
holder on Northern Securities took pack 
one-half in Great Northern and one-half 
in Northern Pacific stock, at anything 
below 100 for Northern Securities, his 
investment would be comparatively cheap, 
from the standpoint of possible returns, 
Burlington and Northern Pacific for the 
eight months ending March 1 were $46,- 
€00,000, interest charges $14,000,000, Jeaving 
a surplus of $32,000,000. The above charges 
include everything except interest on Bur- 
lington joint 4s, which call for $5,800,000 
for eight months. Thus the prospects are 
for $39,000,000 net earnings a year after 
deducting all interest ‘charges, or nearly 
10 per cent on the $400,000,000 outstanding 
Northern Securities stock. 


The Great Northern appears to be earn- 
ing, therefore, about 17 -per cent on its 
stock and Northern Pacific 8 per cent.

at 115 and, when first dealt in, Northern 
Securities shares sold around 110. As 
their earnings have largely increased 
Since then and the shareholders of indi- 
vidual companies would be pust as well 
off as before the combination was formed, 
it is apparent that the breaking up of 
the merger has been more than discount- 
ed. So positive were some of the Great 
Northern shareholders that they were 
better off without exchanging their shares 
that they retained them. Great Northern 
preferred is now quoted around 200. 

An interseting comparison has been 
compiled of the increase in earnings of 
some of the railroad systems, which it is 
presumed is largely due to smaller com- 
panies being operated together and be- 
cause of economies which result from 
community of ownership. It has made 
possible a material reduction in the cost 
of freight transportation, which was im- 
practicable where cut rate policies exist- 
ed. The total lines in the Pennsylvania 
system showed an increase in net earn- 
ings last year of about 10 1-2 per cent, 
New York Central about 2 1-5, Union Pa- 
cific-Southern Pacific 5 6-10, Atchison 
2 6-10, Baltimore and Ohio 7, 8St.. Paul 
4 6-10 and Northwestern 4 1-2 per cent net 
increase. Thus the Northern Securities 
Company, with over 14 per cent increase, 
led the list. 

The contention of prominent bankers 
is that railroads wil] be able to hold their 
cwn under the expected change in condi- 
ticns and this week’s sharp recovery in 
stocks bespoke their confidence that with 
another season of big crops, stocks are 
not too high, but will go higher if crop 
conditions pan out. .It would appear 
therefore, that the ,. principal “scare 
news,’ such as labor troubles and disso- 
lution of mergers, has ceased to disturb 
the public much, but that earnings will 
once more be the determinating factor. 
The money market promises to be easier 
for some time and crop bulletins will be 
the fad. 


If what members of the New York 
Clearing House say is true, there is a 
peck of trouble in store for the Union 
Trust Company, which this week with- 
drew from membership in the association 
because of the new rule requiring all 
trust companies to keep a fixed cash re- 
serve, beginning at 5 per cent on July 1 
and increasing to 10 per cent later. The 
Union Trust Company assumed that it 
could draw checks on the Hanover Na- 
tional bank in anaking payments, but if 
what I hear is true, the Clearing House 
will have something to say about this. 
It is said the Hanover may be precluded 
from honoring these checks, or at- any 
rate, wiil not be permitted to pass such 
checks through the Clearing House. An- 
other scheme, it is reported, is to com- 
pel the Union Trust Company to pay all 
checks which banks may receive on it in 
cash. This would compel it to keep a 
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much larger reserve, some think, than the | 


Clearing House required under the new 
rule. Suppose a depositor of the Union 
Trust Company receives a check drawn 
by the trust company and wants to de 
posit it where he lives, some miles from 
Wall street, but cannot do it. If he has 
to make a trip down town to draw the 
money out of the trust company in ques- 
tion he will not be in the best of humor. 
This is only a sample of the predicaments 
that may arise: It is understood that no 
other trust companies think of following 
the example set by the Union Trust Com- 
pany. 

A New York bank that makes a spe- 
clalty of the accounts of out of town 
banks in various parts of the country, 
particularly New England, middle ana 
western states. has had a lively call for 
funds during the present week. Its vice 
president said: 

“From the looks of things I should say 
New York will not get much more money 
from the interior this spring. A number 
of interior institutions for which we are 
correspondents, have begged us to send 
them some money, saying that their cus- 
tomers, consisting in some cases, of man- 
ufacturers, have come down on them for 
twice as much money as during the cor- 
responding season of previous years. 
What is the matter? I asked. As a rule 
they told me the same story. Their cus- 
tomers, mostly merchants, were slower 
pay than formerly. This did not indi- 
cate any business troubies, fortunately, 
but too great stocking up with goods. 
Having all they could carry, in many 
cases, and possibly business being a liitle 
dull in his line the dealer couldn't get 
in his own funds as rapidly as he pre- 
viously did. I would not want to apply 
this rule to all parts of the country. It 
goes not apply to the west and south, to 
any extent. The slowest movement of 
goods was in some of the manufacturing 
cistricts of New England.

STOCK LATER © WEAKENED 


Which, Aided by Sharp Selling Move- 
ment in Reading, Unsettled 
Prices and Turned the Trend 
Downward, Closing 
Steady and Dull. 


New York, April 18.—Today’s. stock mar- 
ket was but a dull and narrow affa!r, 
and the net changes are generally in- 
Significant. A violent rebound at the 
opening in Metropolitan Street Railway 
helped the tone for a while, as the unset- 


tled effect of such weakness as was. 


shown by this stock yesterday is dread- 
ed. The spasmodic rise in this stock prov- 
ed to be due to bear orders to cover at 
the market, and the higher prices was 
maintained for only an instant. The re- 
newed weakness of the stock and the 
sharp selling movement in Reading un- 
fettied prices and turned the trend down- 
ward. Reading dropped about 2 points 
before support was fortheoming. The sell- 
ing Of the stock was based upon a suppo- 
sition that the anthracite coal combination 
will be the next object of legal process 
under the anti-trust law by the govern- 
ment. Other mespbers of the anthracite 
eroup were not notably affected. The 
professional traders who made up tie 
market commenced to cover their short 
contracts before the bank statement ap- 
peared, but the selling was renewed on 
the publication of the statement. The 
disappointment was that of the average 
loans, which showed an increase of 2,427,- 
800, whereas the severe liquidation of the 
week had given rise to hopes of a large 
joan reduction. The showing is compli- 
cated by the merger of two banks and an 
increase in capital of another, which made 
requirements for loans without a cor- 
responding effect on deposits. The cash 
increase is about as expected, and the 
surplus reserve was correspon@ngly ben- 
efited. The market rallied and closed 
steady and yery dull. Southern Pacific 
and Missouri Pacific enjoyed some specsal 
benefit from good reports from earnings 
for the second week in April.

Comment on Bank Statement. 


New York, April 18.—The New York 
Financier this week says: 

The striking feature of the’ official 
statement of the New York Associated 
Banks last week was the increase in 
loans, whereas an important reducion, 
as the result of the heavy liquidation in 
the stock market early in the week was 
quite confidently expected. It seems 
probable that there were only small 
amounts of loans called by the banks, 
while the market was so sharply declin- 
ing, and that subsequently the loans 
upon collateral] put in at the lower prices 
were sufficiently largé to gore than 
offset the reduction in this item early 
in the week. Moreover, the adjustment 
of averages in the statement may have 
had much to do with the unexpected -in- 
crease in loans. The cash was increased 
$2,881,200, of which $2,017,800 consisted of 
specie. This gain corresponds very close- 
ly with that shown by the preliminary 
estimate, after making allowance for the 
fact that the latter were calculated for 
seven instead of. for six days of the bank 
week. The deposits increased $2,459,400, 
which sum is $2,849,600 below that called 
for by the increase of $21,427,800 in loans 
and of $2,881,200 in cash. The statement 
is, therefore, far from being harmonious. 
The required reserve was reduced by 
$614,850, which amount, deducted from the 
gain in cash, leaves $2,266,350 as the in- 
crease in surplus reseave. This item now 
stands at $,007,650. Computed on the 
basis of deposits less those of $37,264,400 
of the government, the surplus reserve is 
$15,321,200. The loans of the banks were 
in excess. of the deposits. last week by 
$17,917,000, against $17,948,700 in the pre- 
vious week... The increased business re- 
sulting from stock exchange operations 
was reflected in the bank clearings, these 
averaging $242,000,000 daily, against $198,- 
000,000 in the previous week. Among the 
important changes reported by individual 
banks were gains of $3,450,000 in specie 
and of $1,900,0080:in loans by four of the 
largest downtown institutions. The losses 
in the latter item were not important.

THE WEEK IN WALL STREET. 


New York, April 18.—This week’s stock 
market has been turbulent and demoral- 
iging, beginning and developing a strong 
recovery by midweek. It became quick- 
ly manifest on Monday that the last half 
of Thursday’s session, since which time 
the stock exchange had had no session, 
had failed to show the full effect of the 
Northern Securities decision. The market 
was subjected to violent liquidation all 
day Monday, influenced by a drop of 
more than 9 points in the price of North- 
ern Securities in the curb market. Great 
alarm was expresSed on Monday as to 
the far-reaching consequences of this de- 
cision on existing arrangements and re- 
lations in the railroad world, besides the 
immediate consequences to flow from the 
dissolution of the Northern Securities cor- 
poration itself. It was feared that divi- 
dends would have to be suspended on 
Northern Securities in any event and the 
action to be taken by lenders of money, 
where Northern urities stock figured 
as collateral, was dreaded. Another 
ground for alarm was the question of 
what balance of control of the constitu- 
ent companies might result from an ex- 
change of old stock for the present 
Northern Securities stock, in view of the 
econsiderabie distribution of the Northern 
Securities stock supposed to have been 
effected. But beyond this special appli- 
eation of the decisoin lay a broad field 
for conjecture as to its possible bearing

policy of purchase of control of the rail- 
road properties at extraordinary prices, 
with issue of new securities on the ccé- 
lateral security of the purchased stocks, 
iz felt to have a Hmit of safety and wis- 
dom, which there was danger of over- 
stepping in the course which the process 
was taking before the check was ap- 
plied. Furthermore, the growing diffi- 
culty of marketing new securities has 
taken the edge off the formerly pre- 
valling appetite for buying up control of 
railroad systems. Security for railroads 
left out over hight, in the picturesque 
phrase of a prominent capitalist during 
the Burlington purchase era, is no longer 
a matter of such solicitude, and even 
minority holdings of a compact nature 
are felt secure of control in existing 
conditions. These are some of the re- 
vised views of the Northern Securities 
decision which have come to the public 
opinion of Wall street in its quieter 
mood, The culminating slump on Mon- 
day following the preceding long de- 
cline was felt to prepare the matter tech- 
nically for a recovery, so that profes- 
sional operators-have largely covered 
their short contracts, and in some cases 
have gone long of the market. The 
growing ease of the money supplies fa- 
cilities for speculation and the extensive 
liquidation of Monday has added to the 
relief of the money market.

ROUGH ON YANKEE DENTISTS. 


High Court of Saxony Puts Them 
Out of Business. 

Berlin, April 18.—The highest court of 
the kingdom of Saxony has decided that 
several American dentists practicing in 
Dresden with the degree of certain Chi- 
cago dnstitutions cannot legally use a 
doctor’s degree, office or sign. 

The Dresden ministry investigated a 
case in point Over a year ago and tde- 
cided that the degrees were admissible, 
but the court overruled the ministry and 
ordered the dentists to remove the “‘doc- 
tor’’ within twenty-four hours from the 
signs, which was done. The dentists will 
appeal to the imperial supreme court. 

Some time ago the foreign office inves- 
tigated the status of the institutions con- 
cerned, through the German consul at 
Chicago, and reached the conclusion that 
degrees were sold as a regular business 
and therefore declared that these degrees 
were invalid.

Indications point to the reestablish- 


ynent in Atlanta at no distant day of the 
department of the gulf, which was 
brought to this city during the Spanisih- 
American war and abandoned when the 
department of the gulf was made a patl 
of the department of the east. 

This change, which will be hailed witn 
pleasure in Atlanta and throughout (ne 
state, is part of the plan of army 
ganization which has been proposed by 
officials at. Washington. The proposi- 
tion is to divide the country into three 
great army divisions, to be known as the 
Atlantic, the Missouri or Mississippi, and 
the Pacific. 

The division of the Atlantic will be 
vided into two departments, and one of 
these will be the department of the guif 
with headquarters, as formerly, in At- 
lanta. The original department of the 
guif extended territorially from Norih 
Carolina to Texas, but the new depart- 
ment will probably not extend further 
west than the Mississippi. including ail 
the southeastern army posts. 

The reestablishment of headquariers for 
thie section in Atlanta will bring here »®- 
tween 100 and 150 army employees. 

City Council May Act. 

It is probable that the city council and 
chamber of commerce will take action 
during the present week strongly recom- 
ménding the proposed change to the of- 
ficials at Washington. The following 
dispatch tells of the proposed reorgani- 
zation: 

Washington, April 18—A movement has 
been started to reestablish military divis- 
ions in the United States with several de- 
partments included in each. The project 
has received the endorsement of high 
army officers and it will, no doubt, be 
taken up and considered at an early day, 
probably after the return of Secretary 
Root <nd Major General Corbin, from St 
Louis.

Four safe-blowers arrived in the city 
last night in charge of three guards and 
were taken to the federal prison.

Knocked to Death by Main Boom of 
Schooner. 

Gloucester, Mass., April 18.—The fish- 
ing schooner Indepéndence, Captain Cus- 
sack, put in here today reporting the 
loss of four of her crew who were 
knocked overboard by the main boom 
during the gale last Thursday night 
and drowned. 

The four men were: Bonérias Walsh, 
Bernard Cater, Ernest Connors and 
John Oliver. They were all unmarried 
and had followéd fishing for several sea- 
sons. The fatalities occirred while the 
Independénce was on her way back 
from a successful trip. On last Thurs- 
day night she ran into a gale. While 
the men were at work taking in the 
mainsail the main boom swung aver 
and they were knocked into the sea.

HE laying of the corner stone of 
Tine magnificent new First Metho- 

dist Episcopal church, now being 
erected at the corner of Peachtree streét 
and Porter place, occurred yesterday af- 
ternoon at 3 o'clock. The foundations of 
the building are in a forward state of 
completion, and all was in readiness for 
the ceremony when Bishop Hendrix ar- 
rived on the scene. 

A large Tumber of the members of this 
historic church were early on the ground, 
as were the entire body of delegates and 
visitors of the Woman's Home ‘Mission 
Board, now in sesston in this city. The 
weather was ideal for an open air gath- 
ering, and all conditiong were favorable 
to the success of the event that marks 
another step in Atlanta's march of prog- 
ress, 

Promptly at the appointed time the ex- 
ercises were opened by the singing of 
hymn No. 691 of the Methodist hymnal. 
At the conclusion of the song, Rev. C. 
i. Dowman, formerly president of Em- 
ory collegé, and now presiding elder of 
the North Atlanta district, offered prayer. 
Dr. Dowman referred to the great work 
of the church for Christ in the past and 
invoked divine blessings of its promising 
future carecr. 

Rev. H. S. Bradley followed with an 
appropriate readings from the scriptures, 
then the workmen swung the stone into 
The address of Bishop Hendrix 
was a masterly effort of its kind and 
was given the closest attention by the 
large assemblage. Sacred music and the 
singing Of hymn No. 692 followed. 
“Frank P. Rice gave a detailed history 
‘of the church, recalling many of the 
landmarks of its progress up to the pres- 
ent time. 

Dr. W. W .Landrum was prevented 
from being present in person, but a let- 
ter of sympathy and hearty spiritual co- 
operation on his part was read. 

The ceremony was concluded with a 
benediction by the pastor in charge, Dr, 
Charlés P.. Byrd. 

A Handsome Edifice. 

The old church, it will be remembered, 
was sold recently for $100,000. The new 
building, which is to be of granite, was 
designed by W. F. Denny, and will pre- 
sent a beautiful appearance. The cost 
will approximate $80,000. It is to be 
ready for occupancy in all departments 
by December 1, 198, and the Sunday 
school room by June 1. Great credit is 
due the building committee for their 
taste in selecting the excellent design 
now being carried out, and for the ex- 
peditious manner in which they are 
pushing the work of housing the con- 
grégation in their new temple of wor- 
ship. This committee has labored faith- 
fully in the interest of the church, and 
their names will be indissolubly con- 
nected with this imposing landmark of 
Methodism, This is the bullding com- 
mittee which has the work in charge:

The First Méthodist church was or- 
ganized in 1847, fifty-six years ago, in a’ 
small log building at the spot from which 
it has recently removed. Here, in June, 
1847, the first Sunday school in Atlanta

and its growth have been coincident with 
Atianta’s, and its future promises to far 
surpass its glorious past. The First 
Methodist has been extremely fortunate 
in having for its pastors, during its 
long ‘career, men of broad minds and 
liberal, though orthodox. thought: men 
who have at all times, in peace and in 
War, been imbued with the spirit of 
progress—tho spirit of the age in which 
they lived and labored, The list of those 
who have served this charge reads like 
an honor roll at some celestial university. 
And doubtless those of them who, hav- 
ing fought the good fight and crossed 
over the river with that sour ferryman 
men call Death, are today rejoicing with 
those who remain behind at the onward 
march of the cause and the charge they 
loved and served so well.

Capital. 

Naturally universal interest is felt in 
an organization which would be so bold 
as to .pefuse membership to a person 
occupying the high official and social 
position that Major General Corbin en- 
joys. Various reasons have been given 
for his rejection, but members of the 
club regard it as bad form to discuss for 
Publication the secrets of a purely social 
organization. Official and social jealousy 
has been assigned as the reason for the 
unexpected opposition to General Corbin's 
application for membership, and by many 
the allegation is believed to be true. The 
nearest approach to a seml-official ex- 
planation from members of the club sup- 
posed to be familiar with all the circum- 
Stances surrounding this now national 
as well as international topic is that 
“General Corbin was not refused mem- 
bership because of any official, social or 
petty jealousy, but simply because a cer- 
tain number of gentlemen in the club 
did not desire him to become a member.’’

Some of his most enthusiastic sponsors 
go to the extent of claiming that the 
‘Metropolitan Club ts a semi-official or- 
ganization, because it admits without dis- 
tinction or qualification to honorary or 
active membership all presidents and ex- 
presidents of the United States, all am- 
bassadors and ministers sent to the 
United States by foreign powers, and also 
makes a special diplomatic list for all 
of the members of the diplomatic corps. 
Of course these exceptions are what 
of West, is termed ex-officio members. The hon- 
orary members are not required to pay 
the initiation fee of $150 nor the annual 
dues $50. The diplomatic list, however, 
requires that foreign representatives be- 
low the rank of ambassador or minister 
plenipotentiary may be admitted to mem- 
bership at the usual rates, not s0 much 
because of their personal popularity. but 
because of their official position.

AD BY MIRACLE

Chicago, Aprjl 18.—With a 50-mile gale 
driving her up “Lake Michigan “ard “3 
miles of roaring water between her and 
the shore, the big steel steamer Saranac 
of the Lehigh. Valley line, .came near, 
figuring in the greatest marine disaster 
thé lake has seen in yéars. Twice the big 
freighter’ struck a sunken obstruttiyn. 
Naval architects today declared if a 
miracle that the vesse] did aiet break in 
two and sink with all hands. 

Not until the huli of the vessel Was 
bared at.a dry dock in. the. river today 
was the full"extent of the damage known, 
The. survey showed twenty -framés and 
stanchions broken, three immense deck 
beams shattered and bolts and rivets 
started in all portions of the Ship. So 
neat did the boat come to dividing that 
for 70 feet along her deck the heavy steel 
plates are bent and twisted. Repairs will 
take several weeks. and will cost $20,000. 

The accident to the Saranac came at 
midnight Thursday, with the boat head- 
ed for Chicago, a short distance north of 
Racine. Following the collision Captain 
Charies A. Potter, despite the heavy gale, 
went about in an effort to reach Mil- 
waukee 

When the boat struck her firemen de- 
serted the stoke hold, but were driven 
below .fecks again by .the engineers, 
The temporary desertion caused a drop 
in the steam pressure. The boat was 
hardly able to get her head into the 
sca and in gcing about was boarded 
by immense waves, which swept every- 
thing movable from the decks and 
wrecked her after cabins.

Augusta, Ga., April 18.—(Special.)—Re- 
ports from Waynesboro bring the story 
of a rather sensational session of the 
Burke county grand jury in which*Colo- 
nel W. BE. Jones, one of the leading mér- 
chants of Waynesboro, was indicted for 
violating the prohibition law; John R. 
Schneider, cne of the leading business 
men of Augusta, was indicted for per- 
jury; and the general presentments de- 
clare that in their efforts to find true 
bills for violations of the local option 
law they had been balked by legal tech- 
nicalities, which is construed to hit both 
at Solicitor Gereral Reynolds and Judge 
Gary. 

When the presentments were read in 


court, Solicitor Reynolds arose and etated 


that he had given the grand jury the best 
legal advice he could, and that while ie 
had been satisfied of the correctness of 
his own advice, he had not contented 
himself with his own judgment alone but 
had consulted with able members of the 
bar and had invited the grand jury to do 
do likewise if they were not satisfied with 
his statement of the law. 


Solicitor Makes a Statement. 

He added that where the evidence be- 
fore the grand jury had not made out 
a case under the law in which a convic- 
tion was probable, he had frankly said 
80, a3 he saw no use in bringing indict- 
ments that could not be sustained in 
court. 

He thought that prohibitionist members 
of the grand jury, in their eagerness to 
make cases against parties they believed 
had violated the law, had allowed their 
disappointment at being unable to make 
out the cases to betray them into unde- 
served reflections upon officers of the 
court, 

Waynesboro is a Jry town, but does a 
big jug business with Augusta, The grand 
jury believed the way this jug business 
is operated by Waynesboro merchants, 
violates the local option law, and tried to 
prove it by summoning John R. Schneider 
and Paul Heyman, well known liquor 
merchants of Augusta, as witnesses be- 
fore The jury, together with their books. 

In connection with their testimony be- 
fore the grand jury an indictment for 
perjury was brought against Schneider 
and Heyman was attached for contempt 
of court in bringing his books without the 
account of a certain Waynesboro mer- 
chant about whom this evidence was 
wanted. 

After the argument before Judge Gary 
on the attachment for contempt, it wae 
dismissed and it is understood that the 
grand jury's strictures about legal tech- 
nicalities having been interposed to pre- 
vent their getting at the guilty parties 
were based on this and on the legal po- 
sitions taken by the solicitor in the grand 


jury room.

Right 
on the heels of this accusation came the 
charges of Speaker Whitecotton, on the 
floor of the house, that money had been 
used to defeat the text-book bill. Grand 
jury investigation simultaneously in Jef- 
ferson City and St. Louis resulted.

Paris, April 18.—‘‘Forty doors will have 
to be forced before the gendarmes will 
be able to reach the Carthusian monks,” 
said an agent of the Carthusians in Paris 
today, 

“My brothers,” he continued, ‘“‘can only 
be dislodged by military force, which 
will bring fatal opprobrium on the gov- 
ernment. Throughout the Chartreuse dis- 
trict, moreover, the whole population is 
in a state of rebellion, which may lead 
to bloodshed. In spite of tempests and 
snowstorms the peasants this morning are 
climbing the hill to the monastery. I do 
not think the occasion will pass without 
Serious trouble.” 

Only ten monks remain in the mon- 
astery, including the head of the order, 
Who has written his “forgiveness” to M. 
Combes, but warns him of dangers in 
the present and of damnation in the 
life to come. The desolation of the re- 
gion around the monastery of the Grande 
Chartreuse is extreme. At present it is 
augmented by a storm so great that the 
Police officer, who went out yesterday to 
Tead the act of eviction, was buried to 
the neck in snow drifts. 

Meantime the reported attempt to ex- 
tort 1,000,000 francs ($193,000) from the 
Carthusians by agents of the government 
Promises to develop in one of the worst 
Scandals of recent years. The govern- 
ment is doing all it can to suppr s fur- 
ther action in the matter, although it 
is by no means sure that it is not the

Washington, April 18.—(Special.)—Colo- 
nel James Hamilton Lewis, the: brilliant 
ex-Georgian, ex-member of congress, ex- 
vice presidential candidate—a man with 
a past full of aspiration and a future 
of promise as well as hope—is on his 
‘way to Georgia, where he will spend a 
few days at Augusta, where- his father 
resides, and at Slyvania, where he has 
business interests. Incidentally he is 
taking with him a Tom Johnson vice 
presidential boom, Colonel Lewis trav- 
els nowhere without that accompaniment.

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1898, Dunbar was adjudged a bankrupt by 
the United States supreme court in Ohio 
and discharged of all his debts and obli- 
gations then existing. He declined to 
further recognize the arrangement be- 
tween himself and wife. In 1901, while 
Dunbar was visiting Boston, Mrs. Dun- 
bar, at the instance of her friend, the 
Episcopal bishop Niles, of New 
Hampshire, brought action against 
Dunbar for the failure make 
the payments, forcing him to give 
bond before he was allowed to depart 
from the state of Massachusetts. 
Dunbar’s defense wre- upon the ground 
that his bankruptcy ended the contract 
with his wife, and though he has subse- 
quently become wealthy in his possessions 
in the west, his property was not subject 
to her claims under the ante-divorce con- 
tract.

AMERICAN SHlPS 
WILL VISIT REIL 


European Squadron Will Take 
Part in Celebratioa 


This Decision Arrived at Owing to 


German Criticism of the Order 
for the Squadron To Take 
Part in Reception of 
Loubet at Marseilles. 


Washington, April 18.—From the highest 
official quarters it is learned that the 
criitcisms in a new German newspaper 
directed against a supposed declination of 
the navy department here to send an 
American naval squadron to Kiel this 
Summer are based upon a complete mius- 
understanding of the _ situation. The 
facts are explained as follows: 

No set and formal invitation from the 
German government to send an American 
syuadron to Kiel was ever received. But 
through semi-official channels, intimations 
did reach Washington that the German 
emperor would be pleased to have the 
North Atlantic squadron stop at Kiel 
during the naval demonstration. Failing 
in that, it was in the same informal way 
Suggested that when Admiral Evans rc- 
tired from his command in Asia and start- 
ed to return to the United States on his 
hattieship Kentucky, the emperor, who 
was well acguainted with him, would be 
glad to have him touch at some Ger- 
man seaport. 

Secretary Moody is extremely desirous 
of doing anything within reason to show 
the warmth of the friendship which he 
cherishes toward Germany, and the pres- 
ident and Secretary Hay have the same 
disposition. They were resolved to miss 
no opportunity to reciprocate the many 
kindly expressions of regard for Ameri- 
ca that had come directly from Emperor 
William, but circumstances conspired to 
make it impossible to meet either of the 
hints thrown out from Germany. 

But the United States navy is not to 
be unrepresented at Kiel. Following the 
usual custom, when the warm weather be- 
gins in the Mediterranean, the European 
Squadron will begin slowly to work its 
way northward and it is calculated that 
it will arrive at Kiel in time to take its 
proper place in the celebration. 

This can be done and will be done 
without undue interference with the rout- 
ing movements of the European Squad- 
ren, and attention is directed to. the fact 
that this is the same squadron which 
is under orders to be at Marseilles when 
President Loubet returns from Africa. 
While the navy department is desirous of 
showing the greatest courtesy toward 
President Loubet and the people he repre- 
sents, it is only fair, in view of the Ger- 
man misconception on the subject, to point 
out that, being only a few hours’ sail 
distance from Marseilles, a failure on the 
part of the American squadron to greet 
the returning president would have been 
little less than a gross discourtesy.

The attorney general 
consistently and unalterably held that 
the decree enjcins the violation of a penal 
statute, and that to mitigate or suspend 
it in any respect would amount to @& 
license to continue to violate law. The 
instruction to the United States attorney 
reflects upon its face the tiveness and 
earnestness with which this view will be 
maintained before the court, and the re- 
ported statement by counsel for defend- 
ants is beyond all the facts and pro- 
prieties of the case."

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IKE ‘so many cattle,” 
mented the man with the 
inspector, as he looked at 
the hundreds of immigrants 
huddled patiently in the inspection 
pens at the new world’s gateway for 
the old world’s people—Ellis Island.

IS A-MOST 


RAVELING in Europe is 
usually regarded as a pleas- 
ant and luxurious business, 
but there are still several odd 

corners of the continent where rail- 
ways and hotels are equally unknown. 
One of them is Macedonia. 

You may travel, perhaps a part of 
your journey by rail, but even then 
you do not secure a rapid means of 
transit. The Turkish officials on the 
railway never do things in a hurry. 
The train will come when Allah wills, 
and will go when they have finished 
smoking a chibouque with the engine- 
driver. 

But, inevitably, if you are traveling 
in Macedonia, there will come a time 
when you have to leave the train be- 
cause there is no longer any railway 
going in your direction. You must 
resort to that time-honored institu- 
tion, the mule; or to that still older 
means of locomotion, ‘shanks’ mare.”’ 

All the world over the mule is .a 
cantankerous, fractious beast, but the 
Macedonian mule is the worst of all 
his tribe. He seems to be possessed 
by the ten thousand devils which the 
Albanian dragoman invokes daily 
upon his head.

Sickness rides a horse to come and 


takes foot to go away.

N the center of almost every 
colonial back yard there used to 
stand a tree which had been 
pollard in midsummer, while the 

branches were full of sap, the result 
being that decay produced holes 
where the branches had been, thus 
making natural homes! for yellow 
hammers, downy and red-headed 
wood peckers, blue birds, bi!ack- 
capped chickadees and bjrds of sim- 
ilar nesting habits. From long poles, 
dipper gourds were hung forthe pur- 
ple martins, and all the’ old hats of 
the household were saved and nailed 
by their brims under the eaves of the 
sheds; holes cut in their crowns an- 
swered for doorways for the wrens. 
Our bird-loving ancestors even col- 
lected the skulls of horses, oxen and 
sheep and erected them in the cor- 
ners of the fences for bird houses. 

In place of the myriads of beautiful 
native birds we Americans now have 
flocks of noisy “English” sparrows, 
an ever increasing number of squeak- 
ing starlings and a forlorn remnant of 
our own native songsters. 

But even with that remnant there 
exists the opportunity to restock our 
eroves and hedges with the birds of 
our grandsires. The birds ask only 
to be allowed to live unmolested. For 
centuries they have taken care of 
themselves and we have many curious 
instances of their capacity to adapt 
themselves to new environments. 

Before the-white man came to this 
country there were no horses, and 
consequently the chippy sparrow’s 
nest was not then lined with horse 
haiy The Indians did not erect mar- 
tin boxes and hence the martins must 
have originally built in caves or holes 
The_red men had nn chim- 
neys, and the chimney swifts prob- 
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ably used hollow trees for. nesting 
places until the white man’s flues of- 
fered them sites more to their liking. 

The hornets most likely supplied 
the material which has since been 
supplanted by bits of newspaper in 
the greenlets’ nests. 

Metal is sometimes used now by 
birds for building material. I recently 
saw a photograph of a magpie’s nest 
which Was constructed of a piece of 
wire netting and bits of wire. In 
France some pigeons built their nests 
entirely from hairpins gathered on 
the paths of the Luxemburg. 

The museum at Soleure, Switzer- 
land contains a wagtail’s nest built of 
steel watch springs. 

I have proved by experiment that 
the Baltimore oriole will accept the 
material provided for it, atid you may 
have red, blue, green or yellow nests 
in your trees by placing colored 
worsted yarn on the bushes or lawn 
where the birds can find it. Do not 
use silk; it entangles and cuts their 
feet. 
Not only will the birds use new 


and novel material for constructing 
their nests, but they will select the 
most unexpected places to build. A 
human skull, an old dried elk’s head, 
the head of a wooden statue, an ever- 
moving weather vane, a clock on the 
mantle, a tin cup on the shelf of a 
pantry, the machinery of a dredge, 
the arm of a wind mill, the mouth of 
a cannon, the framework of a draw- 
bridge, and the pocket of an old coat 
are a few of the recorded sites chosen 
by these little creatures as desirable 
places to build their nests. 

For many succeeding summers the 
Phoebe birds have built their nests 
on a projection over the kitchen door 
in the writer’s summer camp. The 
robins took possession of the window 
sill and of a shelf which .was nailed 
to a post under the shed. It had been 
intended as a place to put a cake of 
soap. Not only did the birds use 
this place as a nesting place, but they 
used the tin hand basin for a bath 
tub, and the ravelings from the towel 
to work into their nests. 


These Phoebe birds and robins sug- 


} 

gested the making of the bird shelves 
shown by Figure 1 and Figure 2. 
The construction of them is so simple 
that no other description than the dia- 
grams afford is necessary. Hang the 
robin shelves high on the trunks of 
trees and place the Phoebe shelves in 
shady, damp places near streams or 
ponds. 

Birds are grateful and trustful creat- 
ures. Even in the outskirts of large 
cities they are willing to live . near 
man and his dwelling, if they are as- 
sured of friendship and protection 
Build a home for them and you will 
be surprised to find birds whose pres- 
ence, perhaps, you did not suspect. 


2,000 Meerschaum Mines 


Meerschaum, the beautiful white 
earth which is used for expensive 
pipes, is found in exceptional quanti- 
ties in Vilajet Brussa, in Asiatic Tur- 
key, where 2,000 small mines are be- 
ing worked now. 

Most of the miners are Persians and 
Kurds. They dig a hole into the earth 
till they strike a bed of red clay in 
which the meerschaum lies in kidney- 
shaped pieces, usually about as big 
as a walnut and rarely larger than an 
apple. After a piece is dug out of the 
clay, it is cleaned by scraping the sur- 
face with a knife and is then ready for 
sale. 

Every Friday the dealers gather and 
the meerschaum is sold in open mar- 
ket. There are four qualities—tira- 
mali, birembirlik, pambukli and 
dakme. The buyers come from Eski- 
schehr, and about a dozen of them 
control the market. They wrap the 
meerschaum carefully in cotton and 
sell it for high prices. Only about 
three thousand pounds of Eskischehr 
meerschaum are obtained in a year.

Despite the vast increase in the use 
of machinery and the great improve- 
ment of chemi.try, many common ar- 
ticles of daily use still are gathered in 
the slow and tedious way in which 
they were gathered centuries ago, 
from the animals that produce them. 


Thus the substance known as lac, 
which is of immense commercial value 
because it forms the foundation of 
most varnishes and is used also in 
manufacturing sealing wax and simi- 
lar substances, is still collected from 
the bark of trees where it, is deposited 
by the lac insect. 

When this is dry, it is pounded and 
broken from the trees with the in- 
sects, and then smashed under great 
rollers. ‘Then the stuff is passed into 
immense tubs, in which stand coolies 
who dance around in the lhquor to 
work it thoroughly. The crushed 
bodies of the insects give off a beauti- 
ful red liquid, which is strained 
through cloths and finally, when dried 
and pressed remains in the shape of 
beautiful dark purple cakes which 
produce the most brilliant scarlet dyes 
known. 


In the meanwhile the lac itself, after 
much cleaning and straining, is dried 
fires until it forms the sub- 
Stance that makes such magnificent 
surfaces for fine articles. 

The cochineal insect, which fur- 
nishes scarlet and carmine, is becom- 
ing more and more valuable. Science 


has been able to discover no artificial 


way of making such splendid colors. 
Immense plantations now are devoted 
entirely to the cultivation of the cochi- 
neal insect and a large proportion of 
the revenue of Algeria is produced by 
this little bug. 

There are other insects that furnish 
brilliant colors. One of them is the 
kermes, found on a species of oak 
throughout most of the Mediterranean 
countries of Europe. When dried, the 
insects look like purple currants. They 
yieid a splendid red dye. 

In Poland there is a similar insect 
which once was famous over all the 
world under the name “Scarlet Grains 
of Poland.” Toward the end of June 
these insects become full of a purple 
fluid and this produces a fine red 
color. It has been superseded in late 
years by the cochineal and lac insects, 
but it is used still in certain sections 
of Europe.

An inverted box plait disposes of 
the fullness at the middle of the back 
and a deep yoke effect is obtained by 
stitching the seams to the depth in- 
dicated by ‘the perforations in the. 
pattern, and skown in the illustration. 

The edge of the skirt may be finish- 
ed invisibly or decorated with several 
rows of stitching. This skirt may be 
made very elaborate by applied bands 
of lace, etc., which individual needs 
and taste.will suggest. 

The entire costume pattern,is given 
in thirteen pieces.

Directions for Making Skirt. 

Half the pattern is given in six 
veces.

Cut the pieces lengthwise, the front 
‘unnotched edge) of front gore and 
end of belt to a fold, the side and back 
sores with long lines of holes placed 
lengthwise of goods. 

The holes near the lower edge of

Join the seams according to 
notches, terminate the center back

‘ng, and finish by sewing an underlap 
two imches wide to the right edge and 
underfacing the left. 

\Take up the plait by creasing the 
zoods at the single perforation and 
bring the fold over to the edge of the 
seam, Try on the skirt, fit the seams 
perfectly around the hips and sew on 
the belt. Close with hooks and eyes 
and placket with snap _ fastenings. 
Press the seams and stitch as illus- 
trated down to the single perforation 
at edge of gores. Finish the lower 
edge with an underfacing four inches 
wide. 

Quantities of Material Required— 
Six yards of goods forty-four inches 
wide or thirteen yards.of goods twen-

Making the Eton Jacket. 


Half the pattern is given in seven 
pieces. Sleeve, cuff, flare section, col- 
lar, belt, front and back. 

Before cutting the goods be careful 
to read general directions for cutting, 
printed below. 

Cut the pieces lengthwise; the back 
edge of back, belt and collar-to # fold, 
the front sleeve-arid cuff section with 
line of» perforations. placed length- 
wise of goods. 

Line the fronts with thin canvas 
back to the dart, and up to shoulder 
seams, being very careful to baste the 
outer part correctly. 

Join the seams according to the 
notches and fit the jacket correctly. 

Make the belt and sew to position 
with the lower edge of the belt and 
jacket even, open the dart seam about 
an inch, slip the belt under the front, 
and baste the seam correctly to the 
belt. Turn under the front edges of 
the fronts, three-eighths of an inch, 
and stitch as illustrated, or stitch and 
apply braid ornaments as suggested. 

Make the collar by cutting an inside 
and outside section; interline with 
canvas, Sew to the neck as notched. 
After finishing the end strap fashion 
back to the line of holes. This line 
of-holes should come even with the 
front edge of the jacket. 

Roll collar at the long line of holes. 

To make the sleeve, gather the low- 
er edge between the perforations, line 
the Straight cuff with canvas, mount 
to the sleeve with notches and single 
heles even, and stitch as. illustrated. 
Make the flare section, and sew to the 
Straight cuff as notched, after joining, 
the seam of cuff and sleeve. 

Gather the sleeve at the top. between 
the perforations, place the. seam of, 
the sleeve to notch at the armhole, 
and notch in the top of the sleeve to 
the shoulder seam. : 

Close” the fronts with hooks and 
eyes, and line the jacket and sleeves 
with satin of a harmonious color.

It simply has to be so, for 
thé.women won’t buy scentless toilet | 
accessories. ' 

For the very up-to-datest possible 
odorized bath thefe is no such thing 
as a cake of soap for Jathering. The 
lady’s maid pours a little richly per- 
fumed liquid.soap into the tub of luke 
warm water, and then, with a brush 
of fine white straw, she stirs and 
churns *he whole contents. of the tub 
until a high, cream-white lather, smell- 
ing of magnolia or Marechal Niel 
roses or wall flowers, covers all the 
top of the bath and fills the room with 
an exquisite fragrance. 

Then the bath is quite ready and the 
cleansing effect of the lather is just 
the same as when it is applied by 
hand. 

Last and decidedly not least in im- 
portance among the novelties in per- 
fumes is the steadily growing habit 
among tea and coffee drinking wo- 
mer of dashing into every cup of the 
favorite beverage a drop or two of 
what is called fragrant tonic.

The tonic 
bottles are pretty, two-inch long crys- 
tal-lined flasks of silver, of gold or 
gun metal, or of carved rock crystal 
with metal screw tops. Only one drop 
of the contents of such a bottle shakes 
out at a time and two drops is ade- 
quate for even a jorum of tea. The 
two tiny drops, nevertheless, leave a 
clean, spicy fragrance in’ the mouth, 
and are supposed to render one im- 
mune to any germs that might be 
breathed or contracted through. kiss-

N the surface, eccentricity is 
the key-note of dressy spring 
and summer millinery, but 
after the more striking hats 
are weeded out, one finds an unusual 
array of shapes, trimmings and fan- 
cies that are not only suitable to the 
average purse, but marvelously be- 
coming also. For instance, every one 
knows that flowers are more durable 
and less expensive than plumes, and 
that the wired insertions now com- 
bined with straws will withstand 
dampness where the loose and more 
graceful drapery yields to the first 
breath of moisture. 
But to return to the first word, éc- 
centricity. Women who enjoy going 
to extremes in millinery may fairly 
revel this season. The wealth of arti- 
ficial flowers of the most pronounced 
type, the great latitude allowed in 
combinations and shapes, and the 
daring color schemes all pave the 
way for millinery that is truly amaz- 
ing. 


Among the striking offerings at 
a recent opening was a flat, almost 
crownless hat, formed of a trellis of 
wire covered with green silk ribbon, 
supporting a mass of American Beauty 
roses. The underbrim was of Spanish 


_ Flowers Rule 
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in the center of the crown one finds 
a long, narrow buckle, which also runs 
crosswise.of the hat. Flowers of all 
sorts droop outward from the crown, 
and very little set or upright floral 
garniture is seen. Wisteria, lilacs and 
hops are very much used on picture 
hats, and there is a distinct return to 
the shepherdess shape, with a high 
bandeau in the front. 

Among the novelties shown are per- 
fect reproductions of young onions 
in white and green, and the puff balls 
which appear when dandelions go to 
seed. The former combine admir- 
ably with soft shades of green velvet 
and the latter with tulle or mousel- 
laine. 


Those in search of the more. con- 
servetive styles in millinery find com- 
fort in the dainty forget-me-nots, haw- 
thorne blooms, mignonettes, roses and 
geraniums, and of these whole toques 
are made. A striking toque for a 
brunette shows a round shape with 
brim and crown composed entirely of

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hat is made from soft green tulle,

But along with her fondness for the 
dead languages she has a decided taste 
for midnight spreads and 4 o'clock tea 
drinkings.

the very edge of the brim.

stead of being laid on flat, and right 


with flat loops and ends of black vel- 
vet ribbon. Currants, small goose- 
berries and cherries are seen, but 
grapes are passee and can be bought 
for a mere song. 

A beautiful dressy hat, suitable for. 
garden parties and other festive oc- 
casions is yet simple enough to wear 
with a dainty organdie frock at a sum- 
mer resort. It is composed of fine 
white straw, with a broad brim rolled 
up on one side above the low crown 
and edged with blush*roses. Two 
finches in from the edge is set heavy 
white insertion. A roll of ribbon in 
the palest tint shown in the roses is 
fastened around the crown and both 
under and over the upturned brim on 
the left side are masses of the flowers. 
Blush roses should always be massed 
to look ‘effective, while American 
beauties, or any variety of large, solid 
roses, must be used sparingly, or the 
hat acquires a heavy look. 

If violets are used at all, and this 
year they are hardly as popular as 
last, they are not bunched, but appear 
in the form of a fringe, with long, 
loose stems trailing from the blooms. 
An extremely fetching shepherdess 
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any other color, They are massed on 
toques and scattered loosely on the 
picture hats of pale blue chiffon. 


All the broad brim hats are pent 
in the back and fitted close to the 
hair, a style that is more becoming 
than the stiff, unyielding brim. The 
long drapery of lace as a finish for the 
picture hat is not used so much as it 
was during the winter season, but one 
very stunnirg hat of white chip is 
draped with black Chantiily that falls 
between the shoulders to the middle 
of the back.

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HESE lines, written 
Scotsman, explain 
unfrequented corners of trop- 
ical seas, on many a “last, 

least lump of coral,” owing allegiance 
to no nation, because none has con- 
sidered it vaiuable enough in any re- 
spect to annex, the Scottish kings of 
the Twentieth Century reign. 

Each king is like all the others, be- 
cause—he is a Scotsman. He 1s the 
only white man. on the island. The 
bit of land is his private property. 
His subjects are black or brown 
skinned natives, ranging in numbers 
from 100 to 1,000, and his sway over 
them is as despotic as that of the 
ezars of old. He makes the laws and 
he executes them. He controls the 
army and the navy, if there is any, 
and in his own person he is every de- 
partment of the government. 

He chooses to: be a king not solely 
to satisfy longing for self glory or 
puissant power. He is a castaway 
despot for the money there ‘s in it. 
His guano deposits, his coffee, spice 
and cassava fields, his cora! mines and 
his pearl fisheries, worked by his sub- 
jects at his command, make him rich, 
often a millionaire. 

Charles Mullett is typical of these 
latter day Scottish kings. He reigns 
over the little island of nuda, in the 
Solomon group, in the South Pacific, 
where he has gained ascendency over 
a native race as fierce and treacherous 
as any in the world. 

“Imagine me,” he wrote a year ago 
to a friend now in America, “as a kind 
of Eastern potentate. I am the onl) 
white man here, and my word is law. 
If there is a quarrel between two of 
the natives, I hold my court under a 
cocoanut palm and give judgment. 
There is no court of appeal. They are 
a crafty, revengeful lot, but they have 
grown to like me, and | always try 
to be just and generous. If I were 
not, they would brain me in my sleep 
some night, when my Winchester was 
not handy.” 

Mullett, who is rapidly growing 
wealthy out of his kingdom, principal- 
ly by means of the rare and beautiful 
cabinet woods with which Anuda 
abounds, went there without a cent 
and without a knowledge of the lang- 


uage. He landed among a cannibal 
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is proverbial throughout the Pacific. 
His friends told him that he was com- 
mitting suicide, and he has since ad- 
mitted that he never expected to get 
out of the place alive. For a time, he 
was in imminent danger, only pre- 
serving his life by demonstrating his 
skill with the revolver and the Win- 
chester rifle. 
But in a few weeks the natural as- 
cendency of the white man asserted 
itself, and Mullett became king of the 
island. He made laws, subdued the 
quarrelsome members of the com- 
munity, and introduced some measure 
of civilization, based upon the patri- 
archal system. 
Now all the natives, 
grave, depend 


from cradle 
upon him for 
everything. He them em- 
ployment cutting timber, making 
copra, weaving coir matting, and tiil- 
ing the soil. He teaches them how to 
build houses, raise crops, and evéh 
mind the babies. He doses them 
with medicine when they are ill, and 
reads the funeral service over them 
when they are buried. He arranges 
the marriages and stands godfather to 
the offspring. 

In a word, he is Lord High Every- 
thing Else of the nation, and he rules 
his people so well that he never needs 
a lord high executioner. 

“I only need a queen now,” he 
writes, “to complete my kingdom and 
found a@dynasty.” 

There is one dynasty among these 
Scottish kings—that of Codrington, 
which has held sway over Barbuda, 
inthe West Indies, for generations, 
The founder, who settled in Barba- 
dos early in the last century, one day 
took possession of little Barbuda in 
his own name and established a hunt- 
lig preserve there. In a few years 
the island was filled with wild oxen 
and King Codrington I and his heir 
apparent enjoyed the.aselves hunting, 
the animals. Later one of the 
Codringtons conceived the idea of 
turning the island into.a plantation, 
and to-day the present King Codring- 
ton, a young, energetic fellow, reigns 
over a handful of semi-savage ne- 
groes, who till the fields at his com- 
mand and stalk the wild oxen when 
the hunting spirit dominates their 
ruler. 

A member of one of the noblest 
clans of Scotland—the Stewart—has 
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race whose hatred of the white man 
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set up his little kingdom in one of the 
smaller island. of the Caicos group, 
south of the Eahamas. Two hundred 
negroes and Indians of mixed bléod 
obey his orders. So absolute is this 
Scotsman’s sway that the officials of 
Jamaica, who are supposed to keep 
an eye on the island, never think of 
bothering King Stewart by even so 
much as a suggestion. 

Another West Indian island domi- 
nated by a Scotsman is Tortuga, off 
the coast of Hayti. Gibson is the 
name of Tortuga’s king. 

At first the hundred or so Haytians, 
who inhabited the island, rebelled 
against the planter’s rule and made 
it so uncomfortable for him that he 
abdicated. Later on, however, Gib- 


Ffson returned to Tortft' ga and man- 


aged to regain ascendency. Now he 
is despot of all the land that he can 
survey from the verandah of his 
rambling, old-fashioned tropical resi- 
dence. 

When Christian [sland was annex- 
ed to Singapore in 1900, an aged 
Scotsman owned the place and gov- 
erned the natives much after the 
style of Clunies Ross, the far-famed 
Scottish King of the Cocos Islands, 
in the Indian Ocean, whom he was 
fond of saying he took as his model. 
But, unlike his example, he spent so 
much money doing good to his sub- 
jects that he never made a cent out 
of his kingdom, as most of his kind 
do. 

As a rule, their majesties, the Scot- 
tish kings, combine berievolence with 
their despotism. They rule their sub- 
jects with a strong hand and insist 
on implicit obedience and on making 
plenty of money, but they are just 
and kindly. They introduce civiliza- 
tion, but do not interfere unduly with

And in 
many places he becomes a king in his 
own right, apparently without any 
great trouble.

F you want to get the biggest din- 
ner on earth at the cheapest pos- 
sible price, you must go to Rus- 
sia and dine in a Russian res- 
taurant, preferably in St. Petersburg. 
As a rule, the foreigner in that city 
only eats twice a day, and he needs 
a healthy appetite to do that, consid- 
ering the meals which are given him. 
After the waiter has taken your hat 
and overcoat, you are expected to 
perambulate around the restaurant 
and help yourself to various appe- 
tizers at the side tables. Caviar, 
olives, sardine sandwiches, vodkhi, 
anchovies and many other things are 
set out temptingly. By the time you 
have made the round of those tables 
you have really had enough to eat;

FANCY STITCHES FOR 
DRESSES | 


LTHOUGH dresses at present 
are so very decorative, the 
means employed in making 
them depending largely 

upon handwork, makes it well within 
the power of home dressmakers to 


SO, 


produce exceedingly dainty garments. 
All sorts of little savings in the 
matter of materials may be employed 
by the woman who is handy with the 
needle, as it is the manner in which 
little touches of color are introduced, 
and the kind of stitches used that 
constitute the smartness. Nearly all 
the stitches employed in lace making 
may be utilized, and a number of sim- 
ple decorative ones that are more or 
less variations of the feather stitch 
may be used effectively. 
Fagoting is one of the most useful 
stitches for joining strips together. A 


Up-to-Date Tips 


pretiy yoke for a waist may easily be 
made with some bias strips of suitable 
material, narrow velvet ribbon or 
similar width trimming, by fagoting 
a number of-:rows together. To do 
this it is necessary to cut the upper 
part of a tight-fitting bodice in firm 
paper and a stand-up collar. Neatly 
join the shoulders and sew the collar 
in place. Cut the bias strips a turn- 
ing wider than twice the desired fin- 
ished width; fold one raw edge under 
to the small turning, and the remain- 
ing width in three, so bringing two 
folds to make one of the side edges. 
Tack the first strip along close under 
the neck and collar seam quite firmly, 
and those above and below at equal 
distances from each other. The best 
effect is obtained by making the space 
between the strips as wide as the 
strips. 

It is a mistake to work the stitch by 
placing the needle under each edge 
alternately, as this is apt to. pull 
askew, but if feather-stitched, as illus- 
trated in Figure 1, it is quite durable. 

The strips should be placed with 
the double edges downwards, so that 
each will be fagoted to a single one. 
The strips may be often effectually 
decorated with French knots. It is in 
these trimmings that touches of color 
may be introduced that arg sufficient 
to brighten the yarment. 

Figure 2 shows the ordinary stitch 
for. a French knot. When pulled 
through, the needle is inserted in al- 
most the same spot as before, and 
passed on for the next stitch. 

The second illustration shows’ how 
to make a very prominent knot by 
twisting the silk once or twice around 
the needle. 

Here are a few illustrations of use- 
ful and very simple stitches that any- 
one can copy satisfactorily and with 
a little arranging may use them to 
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make designs to serve as trimmings. 
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Number 1, of Figure ‘3, illustrates 
the ordinary feather-stitch and the 
same converted into 4 fern stitch by 
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working it in a slightly different man- 
ner as exemplified in the sketch. 

Number 2 is a pretty star that may 
have four or five points each, one 
consisting~of a chain stitch worked 
from the center of the star, which is 
finished with a knot. These may be 
effectively employed in alternation 
with French knots, or be worked into 
a floral design by adding stems, which 
consist of ordinary back stitching, 
worked wrong side out. 

Number 6 is the same stitch as that 
used for Number 2, finished with a 
‘French knot; it is very pretty and 
quickly done. : 

Number 3 is another way of making 
a star with a solid center worked by 
ordinary embroidery stitch, and is 
useful when desired a little larger 
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or more solid than the simpler one. 
The cartwheel shown in Number 4, 
may be made any size; it is better to 
have an odd number of spokes, as 
this facilitates the interlacing of the 
thread that goes around the center. 
This is similar to the spider web, used 


ha 
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in Battenburg lace, which consists 
of the same center, but the spokes are 
carried out to form a square by the 
ends of the longer stitches, which are 
usually alternated by shorter ones. 

The basket stitch, shown in Number 
5, is a simple and pretty way of mak- 
ing’ a solid covering to any part of a 
surface, and works very happily into 
any material with a small square pat- 
tern. 


Number 7 shows an easily and 
quickly made bordering. It is in rows 
of French knots with their connecting 
stitches on the right side, and out- 
lined with feather, fern or _ stein 
stitching. 

Cross-stitching is likely to be seen 
on smart Holland or linen waists. 
This, while being exceedinbly effec- 
tive, can never become common, as it 
must be done hy hand, and takes 
rather more time than ordinary em- 
broidering. One great feature that it 
possesses, is that it. admits of more 
than one color being used, and is 
more Oriental and effective if worked 
in light shades. 

For working on dresses it is not 
advisable to select an intricate design 
on account of the time consumed in 
the working. ‘A simple pattern may 
be almost as effective and washes bet- 
ter. ! 
Designs may be purchased at al- 
most any fancy goods shop, and a lit- 
tle ingenuity will enable any one to 
compose them for herself, 

One of the simplest that may easily 
be worked without a pattern is illus- 
trated in Figure 4, the key, or Greek 
pattern, which is most striking in de- 
sign. 

It is easy to work this on any of 
the modish coarse mesh linens, as the 
threads are very visible. In using it 
on close meshes, either a tracing on 
tissue paper may be worked over and 
torn out afterwards; or a small piece 
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of perforated card (such as that used 
for book makers) may have the de- 
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sign cut in it, and it is then easily 
pencilled lightly through to the tex- 
ture of the cloth.

NUMBER of barbers are try- 

ing to establish in New York 

and other American cities 

the “club” plan, which has 

been for a long time popular in 
London and other English provincial 
Cities.

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“Fake” Element Hampers 
Psychological Investigation 


N the spheres of science and medicine 
there is noticeable a  remark- 
able accession of interest in the 
questions revolving about the men- 
tal and psychological sides of hu- 
man nature. Since we have lived 
and thought and worked with this 
complicated mind for so many thou- 
sand years, it seems only natural that 
we should attempt to increase ouf 
meager stock of knowledge regarding 
its secret processes—more than this, 


that we should ambitiously probe into. 


its first principles, and further still, 
search for its origin and its limitita- 
tions, although these last two propositions 
are greatly anticipating the accepted  prog- 
ress and status of our knowledge. It is undeniable, 


however, that metaphysicians have traced out in}. 


many instances the relations between mind and 
matter, and for several hundred years the fact that 
one has a powerful, if illusory, influence over the 
other has been an unchallenged fact. People be- 
longing to what we broadly term the “masses,” go 
along day in and day out, with little concern for the 
discussions and investigations which are proceeding 
so actively around them, until some striking para- 
graph in a pseudo-scientific article attracts their 
imagination, and, experimenting with their own sen- 
sations and emotions, they discover that there is 
«a mental life distinct from the physical—crudely 
expressed, that it is the mind which plans and en- 
joys and executes through the medium of its pliant 
servant, the body. 

It is when the individuals who have made the 
study of these delicate relations a conscientious life- 
work,-propose to extend their picket lines and make 
still further explorations, that the scoffings and dis- 
couragements of the unthinking atoms begin to ac- 
cumulate. Now every man with a grain of intelli- 
gence is impressed at times.by undeniable evidences 
of telepathy, or “thought transference’—coineidence 
will not satisfactorily explain all of the marvelous 
instances which are attested. This same average 
man, the type of the majority of people, realizes that 
when his body is ill, his mind is incapable of hard, 
clear work, and that conversely, if he is worried and 
distraught by life’s petty trials, that his body is not 
so buoyant, so active as in moments when the men- 
tal faculties.are serene and free from internal con- 
flict. . 

But when the psychologist attempts to crystallize 
his discoveries into some sort of a system; to ex- 
plain some of the mysterious phenomena of mind 
and matter, and to hint that he is on the road to- 
ward finding out how both mind and matter may 
be benefited by the following of certain simple 
rules—he is met with a howl of ridicule, of incte- 
dulity, often of censure, that he should investigate 
such obviously disguised mysteries. He is affronted 
witH the charge of’ “fraud,” and*his work is dis- 
credited as that of a dreamy transcendentalist. 
The only course by which he can hope to make con- 
verts and further his explorations is to explain care- 
fully that he has no desire or intention of taking 
fees from anyone, and that his methods are open to 
the scrutiny of all honest men. 

It is this attitude of skepticism and suppression 
which is militating most severely against an earn- 
est, systematic inquiry into those strange facts that 
underlie nature, and knowledge of which should 
make life simpler and clearer. And the reasons for 
this open enmity are the widely vaunted “quack” 
systems of psychology and mental training. “Se- 
ances” and spiritual visitations superintended by 
mercenary and ignorant “mediums” are a further 
source of much of the unbelief and deprecation 
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ceived so mercilessly, that they have cultivated a

The writer proceeds to quote a speci- 
men bill of fare of the majority of the students (and 
it may be supposed that the bulk of the semi-invalids 
come from this class) as follows:. “Two ‘hot dogs,’ 
one-half apple pie with whipped cream, two chick- 
en sandwiches, one cup chocolate, one vanilla eclair, 
one glass orangeade, one hard boiled egg.” Insult 
even an able-bodied man’s digestive apparatus with 
this: fearful mixture every day .and.you should not 
be surprised if, within a few months, he Jands in 
the cohorts of the wretched victims of ‘dyspepsia in 
some one of its numerous, intolerable forms. 
This paper then asks if this reckless inconsequen- 
tiality of diet is confined to the student, and cites 
the long file of men who patronize some nostrum 
every day after luncheon to coerce their organs into 
rerforming tasks against which these sensible mem- 
bers quite naturally rebel. The average business 
and professional man drives himself relentlessly at 
the day’s work up to the lunch hour. Reluctantly 


‘dropping the task of the moment, he darts out to 


the nearest quick-lunch stand, absorbs a slice of 
rie, a sandwich, a hastily cooked piece of beef, and 
washes down the whole with strong black coffee. 
Then without giving his oppressed, complicated Sys- 
tem time to become accustomed to its burden, or 
drawing a few whiffs of life-giving air inf his.

HE southern poets who be- 
came famous through one 
or two productions, pub- 
lished first In The South- 
ern Literary Messenger, of 
Richmond, Va., are quite 
numerous, Wut none stands 
higher than the one con- 
. eerning whom this sketch 
is written. His literary 
efforts attracted little un- 
usual notice until he pro- 
duced a poem called “Mu-. 
sic In Camp,’ and imme- 
diately upon its appearance in The Mes- 
senger it was copied far and wide and 
praised by literary: critics and lovers of 
good poetic dictién of all sections of the 
country. . 

This poem is a war poem written when 
the fifst bilvsh of the conflict is over 
and the destruction that lies. before them 
is preying on all hearts. The glamor of 
war and its excitement is passed; and yet 
the fighting is not over—there is still more 
of the dreadful work to Be done. In de- 
scribing the feelings of the soldiers at this 
time and picturing the camp scenes this 
poem is one of remarkable and deserved- 
ly ranks with the first of the land. 

Thompson was an all round literary 
man, being equally at home in the chair 
of the editor and the author; while his 
executive ability won for him positions 
of trust and made his Wfewaork very 
varied. 

He was born at Richmond. in the year

fine influence upon the Hterary effort of 
his time. 

‘In 1859 his delicate health induced him 
to resign his position as editor and move 
to southern and warmer climes. He lo- 
cated in Augusta, Ga., and became editor 
of The Southern Field and Fireside: In 
185 he took a trip to Europe for his 
health, and returning with it partially re- 
stored he assumed the editorship of The 
Evening Post, of New York city. In 1872 
he went to California in a vain effort to 
regain his lost health, but died there in 
1873. His remains were brought to the 
Hollywood cemetery at Richmond. 

The south owes much to him, both 
because of his productions and because 
of the marked influence for good which 
his work exerted upon the whole circle 
of southern literary endeavor. We re- 
produce the poem which is considered by 
the majority as his ablest production: 


MUSIC IN CAMP. 


Two armies covered hill and plain, 
Where Rappahannock’s waters 

Ran deeply crimsoned with the stain 
Of battle’s recent slaughters. 


The summer clouds lay pitched like tents

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Richmond Bazaar, Now in Progress, 


To Further Davis Arch and Confederate Museum 


Writien for Ghe Sanny South 

ITH commendable patriot- 

ism, the ladies of the 

United Daughters of the 

Confederacy and the vari- 

ous memorial associations 

of the south, are conduct- 

ing a bazaar in Richmond, 

Va., for the benefit of the 

Jefferson Davis. Memorial 

Arch and the Confederate 

Museum. The bazaar was 

opened on the 15th of April 

and will continue three 

weeks, or until such time as the neces- 
sary fufids are raised. 

The movement was 
hands"= of the United 
Veterans, but a few years ago 
they turned it .over to the wom- 
en of the south, who raised ~- the 
amount from $20,000 then tn hand to fully 
$40,000. Bight or ten years ago these 
ladies held a bazaar in Richmond and 
with such gratifying results that they 
determined to repeat the experiment this 
year. At that time the proceeds were de- 
voted to the Confederate Museum and the 
confederate soldiers. Now they will be 
given to the monument fund and the mu- 
seum., 

With this idea in view the Association 
of the Jefferson Davis Monument, United 
Daughters of the Confederacy began 4 
vigorous campaign in conjunction with 
the ladies of the museum and they ap- 
pointed a director and a regent in each 
southern state. The members of the 
various memorial associations also aid- 
ed them and donations of articles suft- 
able for selling in a bazaar were asked 
for, the Southern and Adams Express 
companies agreeing to deliver them free 
of charge. 

The appea] was met not only by indi- 
viduals ‘throughout the south but also 
by firms which contributed large amounts 
of salable articles. As a result the bazaar 
presents the appearance of a huge depart- 
ment store, both as to the variety of its 
contents and the tempting and business- 
like display of them. ‘here are pincush- 
ions, hair brushes, handkerchief boxes 
with the confederate flag painted on 
them, candy, crackers, cakes, both plain 
and iced, jellies, preserves, books, sta- 
tionery—in fact every conceivable article, 
both ornamental and necessary. 

Each state has a table bearing its name, 
shield and colors with the title of some 
standard work of Mterature. Georgia 
has taken “‘As You Like It” and Fiorida, 
as if she wished to typify the semi- 
tropical fullness of her beauty, has 
chosen “‘Rose in Bloom.” 

Every state also has the exclusive 
right to sell certain things. You will 
see cakes and candies and other sweet 
things on Georgia's table, for these are 
fier specialties. It may be well in this 
connection to remark that in point of 
sales Georgia’s table was second only to 
that of Virginia at the last bazaar heid 
in Richmond. 

There is no jealousy between the states, 
tiowever, in this patriotic undertaking. 
All are pulling together in the effort to 
give permanency to the historical grand- 
eur of the south and if the amount of 
money necessary to erect a fitting monu- 
ment to the memory of Jefferson Davis,

Assisted orators, have been re- 
membered,but through some strange neg- 
lect the president of the confederacy has 
been overlooked and the man who had 
the same authority in the south as Lin- 
colIn had-in the north, might be in obliv- 
jon as far as any stone or bronze memo- 
rial of him is concernéd. 

So now if a monument is erected at 
this late day, there is every reason why 
it should be imposing and worthy of 
what it represents. 
worthy of its setting for it will be placed 
in the capital of the confederacy, the 
very heart of the south, which the north 
fought so long and with such tremendous 
odds to reach. 

A& to the museum, it may not be gen- 
erally known that its collection is ex- 
tremely valuable, and that every south- 


.ern state has room there in which are 


placed relics of national interest. Geor- 
gia’s exhibit is of particular historic 
valua, containing -swords, unéforms, 
weapons and other relics of the War pe- 
riod, and being especially rich in doeu- 
memts and manuscripts which throw 
biographical light into the times before 
and during reconstruction. 

The collection in many respects is said 
to be superior to that of similar kind in 
the Smithsonian institute. The system 

f the jatter institution is followed in the 

nfederate museum, and the same make 
of expensive cabinets is used to protect 
the exhibits. The proceeds of the last 
bazaar were spent in making the build- 
ing fireproof, and now there are addi- 
tional improvements necessary in addi- 
tion to the natural wear and tear inci- 
dent to public museums. 

Both causes—the monument and the 
museum—would seem deserving. Indeed, 
they represent in physical form all that 
is dear to the south in its history. The 
women are working heroically now as 
they did in the past, and it behooves the 
public to rally to their support.

The leaf insect, of which there are sev- 
eral varieties native to the south, Is a 
splendid example of the wonderful pro- 
tective resemblances by which nature 
»rovides for thé welfare of her otherwise 
helpless creatures. Its wings are fac 
similes of the leaves among which it 
makes its home, even its legs carrying 
out the leaf-like similitude by flattened 
appendages like petioles. But there is a 
difference between the male and female. 
‘The wings of the former are very wide 
and reach to the extremity of the body, 
while the veined wing coverts are short. 
In the female the wings are entirely misa- 
ing, but the leaf-like coverts are wide 
and long. 

Some of the leaf insects are bright 
green like the living leaf, others are 
Drown or yellow and withered jn appear- 
ance like leaves that have shriveled and 
fallen to the ground. But all of them, 
green, brown or yellow, fresh or shrivel- 
ed, are startling reproductions by the 
animal kingdom, of the form, color and 
varieties of members of the vegetable 
kingdom. It is not only in shape and 
color that the mimicry is so marvelous, 
but even the tracks and holes made in 
leaves by caterpillars and other insects 
are copied to perfection. Not that the 
tracks and holes actually exist, but that 
they are simulated by transparent marks. 
Even the eggs of some of these strange 
insects, as if to carry on the illugion, are 
shaped and colored and ribbed like the 
seeds of certain plants. 

It is a wonderful instance of the Crea- 
tor’s love and care for His most humble

ereatures that, slow of motion and help- 
less to defend themselves, would be ¢x- 
posed to bird and insect enemies but for 
this protective leaf resemblance, which 
serves them as an effectual disguise. No 
more complete copy of a leaf could be 
made, not even dy the leaf iteelf. Living 
amidst the foliage, on the young shoots 
of which it feeds, the sharpest eyes can- 
not distinguish the insect .from the leat 
unless it chances to be m motion, and 
that is a rare occurrence. The leaf insect 
is seldom caught napping, and at the first 
hint of an intruder, whether it be hu- 
man, bird, beast or insect, it quietly folds 
its legs undér its body, leaving only the 
leaf shape visible, stem, veins and potiole 
complete. 


TINTS CHANGE WITH SEASONS. 
The leaf, wings and body that are as 
bright green in summer as any of their 
fellow inaminate leaves, change like the 
latter as the season rolls on, to the 
browns and reds of a frost-bitten vege- 
tation. The insect, when shaken from 
a tree, lies for a few moments On the 
ground, as if ‘“‘playing ‘possum,”’ but if 
not disturbed will soon crawl slowly back 
to its home,: and ascend the trunk with 
a quiet patierice worthy of imitation. The 
wings, large though they be, are so 8el- 
dom used as to imply a doubt on the 
part of their owner as to their trust- 
worthiness. 

A ludicrous incident once took place in 
Australia, that land of wonders, anent 
these same walking teaves as they are 
there usualy called. In the early days 
of the great island-continent a story was 
extant, and generally believed, because 
there were sO many witnesses to its 
truth, that there were certain trees in 
the island whose leaves could fly down 
on the ground and walk about. 

The way the story arose was this: A 
party of English eailors, driven into a 
bay by stress of weather. landed, and 
after roaming about until they were 
tired, sat down to rest in the shade of 
a large tree. The wind Was blowing fit- 
fully and in strong gusts. One blast, 
more violent than usual, eent a big 
shower of leaves out of the tree, After 
rolling and eddying about as fallen leaves 
are wont to do, they settled quietly on 
the ground. It was in the height of the 
rainy season and everything was fresh 
and green, go the men were more than a 
little puzzled to account for that sud- 
den fall of leaves. 
have caused it unless the leaves . were 
dead, and they were fresh and green.

~ ELECTRICITY V. STEAM. ‘ 
- “The larger mills have proved the faet 
that an electri¢ generator is cheaper and 
gives better results than the steam 

Wer even where it has been impossi- 

le to wee water. In the first place, elec- 
tricity. does away with the heavy and 
expensive belts and shafting and the in- 
cidental expense of their wear and tear. 
But the greatest advantage is the steadi- 
ness of the driving power. Where steam 
is used the operatives are constantly 
Stopping to pick up the threads broken 
by the jerky movement of the machines, 
not only losing the time, but also turn- 
ing out an inferior class of goods. All 
of these annoyances are done away with 
by the steady movment of the genera- 
tor. Then, too, the beits and shafting 
overhead obstruct the light, a thing al- 
ways to be considered in a factory? In 
some mills a motor is placed between 
the spinning ffames, doing away with 
belts and appliances altogether. 

“I don’t know exactly what percentage 
of cotton mills in the south use elec- 
tricity, but they are not the only man- 
ufacturing concerns that have adopted it 
as a power. Some of the flour mills use 
it, and as the results become better 
known the plan will undoubtedly be used 
universally. There is another feature of 
electrical development, however, which 
will probably mean more to te south 
than any of these—the street railways. 

“As an instance, there is the line from 
Augusta to Aiken. It is 24 miles long, 
and has proved a success from the be- 
ginning. There are also several lines in 
Birmingham which are 8 or 9 miles long. 
The long distance electric railway is al- 
ready coming into competition with the 
railroads, and it is not at all unlikely 
that they will eventually become danger- 
ous competitors. 

“With all these possibilities, there is 
every reason why our young engineérs 
should stay at home. I don’t think, how- 
ever, that the science of electricity itself 
will advance as fast for the next fifteen 
A standard of very 
high proficiency has been reached,; which 
is all the more brilliant by contrast with 
the condition a few years ago. It would 
be difficult to make any decided im- 
provement in the machinery now in use, 
and any change for the better would 
have to be radical and extremely start- 
ling. Whatever advance that will be 
made will be rather the application of 
the principles now in use to new enter- 
prises,”’ )

ELECTRICAL ENGINEERING As a Career For Young Men 


learn much under a good superintendent. 
But his a@vance is much more rapid 
where he has had the advantage of 
technical training. Take as an _ illus- 
tration, two boys of sixteen, of equal 
intelligence, ‘energy and ambition. One 
of them enters the school and the other 
goes directly into some shop. At the end 
of four years compare them. 

“The boy who went into the shop has 
plugged away faithfully, and his know!l- 
edge, which he has been slow in acquir- 
ing, has been thorough. He is undoubt- 
edly worth more at the end of the four 
years than the other boy who has been 
studying theory. One boy has learned 
what he knows by coming in contact with 
machinery while the other has studied 
only text-books. The former is neces- 
sarily worth more to begin with. 

“But let the graduate go into the shop 
in some minor capacity and work there 
for two years, and then compare the 
boys again. Their other qualities being 
equal, the graduate at the expiration of 
the time will be earning the larger sal- 
ary. Why? Because he has a more com- 
prehensive grasp of the subject. His mind 
has been trained to absorb it quickly. 

“The trouble with a great many grad- 
yates is that they have the idea that 
they. can come out of school and take 
charge of important work without any 
further experience. There was never a 
greater mistake, and the schools would be 
the last to claim any such advantage. 
Practical experience is necessary in every- 

thing, in electrical engineering most of 
all. The graduate must buckle down to 
work. He must, as Edison says, forget 
the clock: and while there is no partic- 
ular necessity for his working after 
hours, he should study everything he 
comes in -contact with during the day. 
Even in so insignificant a position as 
regulator boy, there are many things 
which a graduate may learn, however 
fine he may be in theory. 

“With his knowledge of mechanics, 
themistry, physics and mathematics, ‘it is 
comparatively easy for him to rise from 
S0Me minor capacity like this to an as- 
sistant engineer's place, and finally to 
that of supervising engineer. But, in the 
meantime, he must work and work in- 
telligently, for when the engineer is called 
On to construct a plant he must un- 

derstand its system of distribution and 

lights, its class of apparatug, and. above 
all, he must plan it sreheeeeniee: He 
must know not only what appliances are 
best, but also which are cheapest, for 
after all it is a cold-blooded matter of 
dollars and cents. And then, he must 
know the demands of various kinds of 
businesses. 

“As I said at first, our business is divid- 
ed into specialties, and there is an en- 
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gineer for appliances, electric lights, 
power, street railways, telephones and 
the teelgraph. While they all have the 
same fundamental knowledge, their 
methods are entirely, different, and even 
Where one engineer supervises all de- 
partments he has men under him who are 
experts in certain lines. 

“A great many men follow the business 
end of the profession entirely. Where 
they show more commercial ability than 
mechanical, and are good talkers, they 
are sent ont on the road to solicit busi- 
ness. But they must have some mechan- 
ical knowledge—enough to talk intelli- 
gently about their. profession. 

“The demand, however, is, perhaps, 
greater for engineers and assistant engl- 
neers, provided, of course, that they are 
competent, than in any other line of the 
work. I don’t know of anything, in fact, 
that promises more to young men, if they 
are capable. Given the technical training 
and five or six years of experience, they 
are worth anywhere from $100 a month 
on up. Corporations are always on the 
look-out for such men, and without using 
any underhand methods they bid against 
One another to get them. 

“I think this is particularly true in the 
south. The north is ahead of us in many 
ways. They have more and better water 
power, and they can apply electricity to 
so many manufacturing enterprises—stee!, 
for instance. But we are developing fast- 
er in proportion to our advantages, and 
our future seems to be illimitable. I 
should think, as a business proposition, 
that the southern young man would stand 
a splendid ‘chance at home. 

“Now that the south is developing 80 
rapidly along electrical lines, there are 
great possibilities for erecting plants in 
the smaller towns and cities, both for 
commercial and municipal purpoges. This 
is a fine opening for ambitioug and capa- 
ble ySung men. This is just one feature 
of the business, and I couldn’t begin to 
enumerate all the possibilities in electri- 
cal engineerirg. 

“Nor could I hagard any prediction as 
to what the future will bring forth in 
discoveries. Marconi has invented wire- 
less telegraphy, and Edison is constant- 
ly adding to his laurels, so I think we 
can safely prophecy a brilliant future.” 

Mr. Cutts speaks of the broad possi- 
bilities of electrical engineering as ap- 
plied to manufacturing. He also empha- 
sizes the value of technical training. He 
says: 

MR. CUTTS’ VIEWS. 

“The general requireménts for young 
men in the professio ‘cirica’ «ng! 
eering are about the same as those of 
other professions, as far as the virtue of 
application, honesty and perseverance is 
concerned. here should be a decided 
taste for it on the part of the young 
man who takes it up, for one must be 
interested in any kind of work te make 
a success at it. Many men, however,

when, as a matter of fact, they know 
nothing of its requirements and the hard 
work it demands. Like every other new 
prefession, it is greatly overcrowded with 
men who have gone into it because it is 
a noveity, and because they imagine it is 
easy. These men fail, and they would not 
have succeeded at anything else. 

“As to specific qualifications, I shoulda 
Say that the engineer ought to have @ 
mathematical mind. It doesn't follow al- 
ways that -he will have to employ the 
highest mathematics in his work, but he 
should have the kind of temperament 
which adapts itself to exact problems. 

“At the present time the man without 
a diploma from some recogriized tech- 
nological schoo! stands a small chance of 
| getting work in the shops for the simple 

reason that the supply of graduates is 

so large that, al] things being equal, they 
get the preference over the untrained 
too, the course whieh 


™» - 


they take now is far superior to that of 
the schools, ten or fifteen years ago. 
Then it was entirely theoretical; but 
now, while the value of theory is not 
underestimated, practical worl# is com- 
bined with it. The four-year course at 
Cornell gives one thousand, one houdred 
hours’ shop work, nine hundred hours’ 
mechanical drawing and five hundred 
hours in the laboratory. This is in ad- 
dition to the regular study of text books. 
The first two years are almost identical 
for electrical and mechanical engineering; 
after that the courses diverge. It used 
to be that nine-tenths of the study was 
mechanical and the reset electrical, but 
now more attention is paid to the latter. 

“After graduation it is best to go int« 
some shop for the practical experience. 
It is not necessary for; an engineer to 
be a skilled workman so much, as one 
who knows good work when he sees it. 
But he must learn this by practical con- 
tact with it, and, while he would not be 
able to construct a machine as rapidly as 
a regular machinist, hW could at least 
learn how it was done. 


“Some go into a consulting engineer's 
office immediately after graduation, and 
are sent out to superintend the construc- 
tion of plants, in many cases becoming 
superintendents of them. I am not in- 
clined, however, to favor this plan. In 
the first place, the beginner is ..xely to 
come in contact only with the theoretical 
side of the work, and thus deprived of 
the practical knowledge, is in many cases 
side-tracked into a small-paying position 
in some insignificant plant. He may raise 
himself from this by additional study 
and work, but) the chances are éen to 
one that he will get in a rut and stay 
there the rest of his life. ) 


“Are the chances good in the south? Of 
course, the north is far ahead of ug in 
many things. Their manufacturing en- 
terprises are larger and greater in scope 
and they have better water power. They 
also command larger capital, and where 
we do a business which amounts to §$109,- 
000 a year, they make a million and think 
nothing of it. i 


“Thesec onditions, however, are in- 
evitable. Their section is older, and its 
people were engaged in commercial pur- 
suits when ours as a class followed agri- 
culture. Naturally they have the start 
of us in every way, particularly as re- 
gards electrical engineering. 

“But in proportion to our resources, 
and the comparative newness of our sec- 
tion, we are advancing more rapidly. 
One of the surest signs of this progress, 
in my mind, is the fact that southern 
capital is being invested in these various 
enterprises, where formerly northern 
money was invested. We are also builld- 
ing new cotton and flour mills, improved 
street railways, long distance telephones, 
and a thousand other things where elec- 
tricity Is used. As methods improve and 
novel ways to apply electricity are dis- 
covered, the fleld will constantly en- 
large itself. It is a possibility that elee- 
tricity will eventually supplant steam 
in every place where power is used. Its 
advantages have been demonstrated time

The rabbit who has retreated, suddenly 
leaves the lair with a great rush along 
the line C. It is quite likely that all 
four of the gnomes will attempt to stop 
him, in which case at least three of the 
other rabbits should reach the town. 

The rabbit following C is almost sure 
to arrive safely, for he can cover about 
@ quarter of the distance before the 
gnomes realize what is happening. 


” Rabbits and Gnomes a 


LMOST exactly in the middle of 
those islands which are sprinkled 
over the south Pacific ocean to the 
eastward of Australia, lies the Samoan 
group, four islands of which Uncle Sam 
recently has taken under his care. 

On the largest of these, Tutuila, he 
has built a naval station where men-of- 
war can get coal and other supplies and 
where, in a sheltered harbor, they can 
take refuge from the fierce storms which 
sometimes sweep over that part of the 
ocean. Here files thé American flag, and 
here American laws and: American civili- 
gation are gradually winning the natives 
from their old savage ways of life. 

About sixty miles east of Tutuila lies 
the next largest island, Manua, and near 
it are the two smaller islands that also 
belong to Uncle Sam. 

There are about 6,000 people on these 
islands, and about a thousand of them 
are children. 

The péople are not black, but they are 
of a light brown and yellow complexion. 
As it is warm there all the time they do 
not bother themselves with much cloth- 
ing. When the Americans came to the 
island they found that, while the children 
were apparently running wild in the 
thick tropical woods, they knew what an 
education meant and many of them were 
attending school. 

Missionaries had dwelled there and 
converted the natives to Christianity, and 
wherever the missionaries had built a 
church they“had opened a school. 

But the missionaires, being mostly 
English people, had not taught the chil- 
dren much about the history of the 
United States. Probably the revolution- 
ary war and the war of 1812 were not 
subjects on wifich they cared to dwell. 

The ohildren are inténsely curious 
about the United States and ask 
strangers all sorts of questions concern- 
ing the great country of which they are 
part now. They call the governor, who is 
a naval officer sent out by the United 
Statés. “Your susuga,” and they speak 
of the president as “his afloga.”’ 

When Captain Tilley, whom the United 
States sent out as governor of the 
islands, first visited Manua, he found a 
native king named Moa reigning there. 
Moa journeyed to the principal village to 
see the governor. He was preceded by 
two tall natives blowing conch shells and 
two “talking men,” whoge business it 
was to make speeches for the king. 

Al) the children of the island had a 
holiday and gathered in great numbers 
to see Ahe conference between the king 
and is susuga’’—the governor. 

The people of Manua never before ac- 
knowledged themselves as subjects to 
any government other than their own— 
Samoan island rule. They claim to be of 
an older race than the inhabitants of the 
other islands, and old King Moa told the 
governor that he saw no reason why he 
should come in under the government of 
the United States. But Captain Tilley 
told him what a great and powerful na- 
tion the United States was, and pointed 
out to him that if he did not accept its 
government some other nation would be 
sure to come along and gobble him up. 

The king thought it over and finally 
concluded that it would be a fine thing 
for the children of the island to gfow up 
under the American flag and have the 
advantages which would come to them 
from being citizens ef the domains of the 
United States. 

So he sent a delegation to witness the 
raising of the Star Spangled Banner at 
Pago-Pago, the coaling station in Tutui- 
ja, and he has been loyal to the “his 
afioga,”’ the president, ever since. 

Of all t possessions of the United 
States the Tutuila group alone lies south 
of the eqtiator. Children there, looking 
into the heavens at night, behold some 
of *the constellations which you see, but 
they also see many which you ean never 
see—the southern cross and all the starry 
groups of the skies of the southern hem- 
isphere, while they miss many which you 
gee every night, such as the Great Bear 


ee 
fruits and vegetables are raised for do- 
mestic use. 

Their homes mostly are mere huts, set 
in the clearings of the dense forests or 
stuck away among the trees of a grove 
of tropical trees. 

All the boys are good sailors. They be- 
gin to go out on the water with their 
fathers when they are very young, and 
by the time they are 10 years old they 
can handle the native bodts with great 
skill and dexterity. 

The natives have long been noted for 


their skill in handling boats, and for this } 


reason the first man who discovered the 
group call it the ‘Navigators’ islands.” 
It will be extremely interesting to see 
what the boys and giris of Tutuila and 
Manua grow up to be under the influence 
of the new conditions which the Amerl- 
can occupation has introduced into the 
islands. Seated in your well-appointed 
school houses, think sometimes of those 
other children of Uncle Sam, studying 
the same lessons that you do, far away 
on the islands of the south Pacific, lifting 
their eyes from their books to look out 
upon shining seas or groves of cecoanut 
palms, while you look from the school 
house windows perhaps tpon streets or 
fields covered deep with shining snow. 


The Crime Bacillus. 

Chicago Inter Ocean: Sir Robert An- 
derson is leading a crusade against pro- 
fessional criminals in England. In an 
article in The Nineteenth Century. 
He contends that the crime problem 
is simpler than the disease problem and 
that criminal tendencies in man should be 
treated by the government very much as 
are bacilli and bacteria by the sanitary 
reformers. 

Mr. Anderson insiets that it is not the 
primary duty of the state to reform 
criminals, but to protect ety against 
their crimes, and that this duty is fia- 
grantly lated when professional crimi- 
nals are eet at liberty. He cites several! 
cases in which professional criminals 
have been released from prison when 
the police and state authorities knew 
that they would return to criminal! prac- 
tices, 

In one case three notorious : 
released from prison in 1901 oe 
hended in a daring burglary in 1902. On 
being arrested they expressed their 
gratification thet they were captured un- 
der circumstances that would give therm 
short terms. Under the law they re- 
ceived short sentences and in nine months

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were again free, with the determination | 


to pursue their old calling. 

In all such cases Mr. Anderson would 
have the courts hold an inquiry before 
the criminals are released from prison. If 
it appears that they are professional 
criminais and intend to return to their 
old work as burglars or forgers or rob- 
bers, the court, instead of releasing them 
should commit them to institutions where 
they can be prevented from preying upon 
society. : 

This proposition, however. has 
opposed in England by the people who 
advocate severity in punishment, 
denounced by the professional humani- 
tarians. The proposition has been 
posed also by the reform teetotalers, who 
will accept no measure in the nature of a 
compromise. F

A few minutes after there 
was qa similar message from 
the United States marshal 
at Montgomery, Ala., and 
immediately following it a 
request for a deputy from 

the marshal in the northern division of 
Mississippi. That is, in the space of twen- 
ty minutes, while I was talking to Rev- 
enue Agent David A. Gates the other 
day in his office in the Atlanta post- 
office building, messages came from the 
marshals in the states of Mississippi, 
Florida and Alabama, and dnother from 
the state of Georgia, requesting the pres- 
ence of deputy collectors in different raids 
on illicit—or ‘‘moonshine’’—distilleries in 
various localities. To be called upon to 
participate in raids in four states during 
twenty minutes of a day that was appar- 
ently not characterized by any unusyui 
amount of activity bore eloquent testi- 
mony to the strenuous role Uncle Sam's 
aggnt in Atlanta has to sustain. But a 
short talk with Colone] Gates would con- 
vince any one that such demands, en- 
tailing the thousand and one things of a 
startling nature that are possible and to 
be expected in an encounter with moon-, 
shiners in the mountains, are regarded 
merely in the light of routine business by 
this stalwart chief of Uncle Sam’s rev- 
enue collecting industry in this section of 
the south 

Indeed, like most men of his stamp, the 
colonel appears to be @blivious to the ad- 
yenturous quality that many would see in 
his calling, and his huge frame (4 inches 
over 6 feet in height, be it remember- 
ed) shakes with suppressed laughter when 
ene talks of the dangers that beset. his 
work in the faraway corners of the 
territory that the government has given 
bim to look after. 

“Why, it isn’t half so bad as it may 
@eem to you,” he said. “I have never 
lost a man in my encounters with moon- 
shiners, and was never wounded, except 
for a scratch I received one time up in 
the mountains of Kentucky. That was 
in the famous Letcher county, where my 
old friend and ally, John Wright, has 
recently been fighting the ku-klux or- 
ganization that for a time made the en- 
tire region one to be dreaded by re 
gpectable natives and travélers. John 
Wright has helped me in many a raid, 
but the time I got my ‘scratch’ he was 
hot along. On that occasion word had 
reached me that there were four big 
stills running on a branch of the Poor 
Fork of the Cumberland and there was 
= reason to expect a good night's 

aul. 

“The country in that section, however, 
is rough. with al! the natives actively 
against the officers of the government, 
“and | scarcely expected to make my c*p- 
tures without a struggle. I got up a 
posse, thercfore, of twelve men, all armed 
with Winchesters, and under cover o: 
night plunged into the wvods. . It is 
Erotty awkward traveling up there even 
in the daytime, since the roads, or what 
they call roads, run in the creeks, and

holes and even quicksands than is 8004 
for one’s temper or comfort. We founc 
Our. way without mishap of this ind, 
however, and reached the house of, the 
btincipal moonshiner of the neighborhoouw 
before the people we were after had ap- 
Parently taken the alarm. @ut nene of 
the men were in the house when we 
Blopped there, so I left a guard or two 
of my officers to entertain them should 
they chance to return while we were 
away. Then we started off again. 

‘An officer is always at a disadvantage 
faveling among the Kentucky motn- 
tains, not only on account of the dif- 
Moulties of the road and the contusiun 
Of trails and creeks, but because the in- 
habitants have a fondness for hiding be- 
hind the dense thickets and trees along 
the roadside and using their guns at 

range. That was our experience 
Shortly after leaving the moonshiner’s 
fabin. There was not a sound in the 
Batrow little valley through which we 
Were hurrying, and the moon was bright 
Snough to assure us that there Wus ro 
immediate danger lurking near us. But 
Who can fathom the gloom of a Ken- 
tucky thicket or detect the footfali of ® 
‘Mountaineer! : 

“Just as we were veering into a bend 
Sf the creek, within half.a mile of the 
first of the stills wa were after, we wore 
greeted with a volley of 
rifle shots from the cover 
of the trees close at hend. 
No warning was given, 
no assailant seen, and the 
sudden puff of smoke 
from the treacheruus hili- 
might almost lead one to suppose

it but to fight, however, so, letting my 
horse go, I charged into the bushes’ on 
foot, closely followed by my men, and 
for twenty minutes we had a pitched 
battle in the underbrush, the mvonshin- 
ers finally making a break and getting 
away from ua. Two of my men were 
wounded in the melee. There is no teli- 
ing as to the fatalities on the side of the 
tnoonshiners. When one of the latier is 
shot his comrades generally manage iv 
take care of him so that he will not fall 
into the hands of the officers. But in 
spite of this pr@liminary skirmish, the 
raid was a thoroughly successfyl one, 
as we captured all four stlius before il 
o'clock the next morning. One of the 
stilis was the largest, of the illicit type, 
that I have geen in Kentucky. They were 
certainly dofrg a wholesale business up 
that murderous iittle creek that time!” 

This was one of eight fights wit! moon- 
shiners that the colonel experienced d.:r- 
ing his term as a revenue agent in Ker- 
tucky. In all of them the fighting was 
done on the part of the moonshiners from 
ambush, whence the officers were practi- 
cally an open target to their assallants. 
Strange to sdy, however, notwithstanding 
the reputation the Kentucky mouniaineer 
has for marksmanship, in no instance 
does Colonel Gates report the serious 
wounding of one of his men. 

“If they don’t hit on the first volley,” 
he said in explanation of this poor shoot- 
ing, ‘“‘they get rattled; and if the of- 
ficers charge them they become at once 
demoralized. There is no state so dan- 
gerous to the raider,’ however, as Ken- 
tucky. When an officer goes out among 
the mountains there he equips himself 
as if for a long campaign, and he gen- 
erally gets it. In Georgia, although there 


are twice as many moonshine stills here 
as are to be found in any oather state,’ 


the men who run them are not nearly so 
handy with their guns as they are in 
Kentucky. But if they don® shoot they 
try other methods to get ri of the of- 
In this connection I remember 
one instance of a raid that I made a 
short time ago in Harralson county, 6 
miles from Bremen. 

“We had gone into the woods to raid a 
still there that had been reported to 
me. The path was a narrow one and 
hidden for the most part by the trees 
and high undergrowth, so that we could 
see for a very short distance around us. 
This gave shelter to the moonshiners, 
and on our march we were followed by 
three of the latter, who took advan- 
tage of the intervening follage to keep 
near wus. Of course, they could have 
shot us, if that had been their mode of 
protecting their property from our at- 
tack. That is what would have hap- 
pened had we been operating in Ken- 
tucky, for instance. But instead of us- 
ing their guns they kept up a contin- 
uous volley of threats and bluffs, assur- 
ing us that we were in the most dan- 
gerous county on earth; that they them- 
selves were desperadoes, and that if we 
aia not turn back and leave their stills 
@ione it was probable that not one of us 
would reach our homes alive. We paid 
no attention to their shouts, and when 
we reached the still progeeded at once to 
break it up. | 

‘While we were engaged in this occu- 
pation the noise made by our pursuers 
did not diminish, and happening to turn 
around I caught sight of the ringleader 
standing not 30 yards away from me, and 
decjaring with the rest of them that 
Our last hour had come. I didn't think 
there was much danger in the fellow, but 
it seemed like a good opportunity to 
administer 4 much needed lesson. 50, I 
pulled my gun on him, just to scare him, 
and shot, cutting off the limb of a tree 
immediately above his head. The effect 
was marvelous. Talk of sudden disap- 
pearancest ‘Those fellows vanished at 
the sound of the gun, and didn’t stop 
funning until they had put a mile be- 
tween us.” 

Probably there is no man in the gov- 
ernment service who has had such va- 
ried opportunities to contrast the work 
of the revenu6é department as it is con- 
ducted in different parts of the union 


as Colonel David <A. Gates. He was 
born in Texas in 1862, but was bropght 
up in southern Arkansas, in whose state 
legislature he became a member at an 
eatly age, and in whose politics he has 
generally been interested. .He received 
his first government appointment in 1888, 
when President Clevéland gave him a 
commission with three others to select 
a reservation for the Umatila Indians in 
Oregon. In 1898 he was appointed revenue 
agent; in which capacity he has served 
continuously ever since. As agent he 
was first assigned to take charge of the 
New Orleans division, including Louisi- 
ana, southern Mississippi and Texas. 

Thence he was sent to Kentucky. Fol- 
lowing his Kentucky assignment, he took 
charge of the St. Louis division, includ- 
ing Missouri, Iowa, Kansas, Oklahoma, 
Indian Territory, New Mexico and Colo- 
rado. From St. Louis he went to Chi- 
cago, where he took chargg of the Iili- 
nois and Wisconsin agency. Thence, af- 
ter a oond assignment Jo Kentucky, he 
came to Atlanta, where the goollecting of 
the internal revenue in the states of 
Georgia, Florida, Alabama and the north- 
ern part of Mississippi are under his su- 
pervision. 

The revenue agent of the government 
occuples the position, comparatively, of 
confidential and private representative 
of the commissioner of internal revenue, 
and has a general supervisory power over 
the work of the revenue department in 
the territoria] division to which he is 
assigned. There are thirty-five of these 
agents in the United States, six of them 
are traveling auditors, seventeen are di- 
vision agents, while the rest lare assign- 
ed to duty under the division agents. 
When it is remembered that one-half of 
the entire taxes of the federal govern- 
ment are collected by this department, 
some idea of the magnitude of their du- 
ties may be formed. Besides Special 
Gauger Thomas and General Deputy Col- 
lector Surber, Colonel Gates has tweive 
regular deputiés to help him in the work 
in this division, while he is frequently 
assisted by the deputies from the col- 
lector’s office, five of whom are known 
as “raiding deputies.’’ The agent’s work 
in the Georgia division is principally the 
breaking up of moonshine distilleries and 
the detection of crookedness in the regis- 
tered distilleries. North Carolina takes 
the lead in the latter class, while Geor- 
gia is first in the number of moonshine 
distilleries, 2,500 of which has been de- 
stroyed in this state by Colonel Gates 
and his deputies. ‘ 

“Here is a still,’’ sald Deputy John Mar- 
tin, narrating some of his experiences 
in this state, “that takes the prize for 

1eatness and simplicity. 

Still That Probably it didn’t cost its

Dimime rave us an awful lot of 
wutivemess trouble before we ran it 
down—and we are still 
looking for the man who wsed to operate 
it He was one of the daring kind.- For 
pure deviltry, as a sort of joke on the 
revenue Office, he went by my name, 
‘ohn Martin, and actually made his liquor 
and sold it between Grant park and the 
Soldiers’ home in the city limits of At- 
lanta. For a while it caused a good deal 
of confusion when reports carhe in that 
‘John Martin’? was running a still out 
there, and whenever we went out to find 
him .we always failed to locate his 
plant. This plant was such a novelty/in 
the histery of moonshining that it puz- 
zied us for a long time. We knew that 
“John Martin’’ was making whisky with- 
in easy reach of the central revenue of- 
“fice of the state of Georgia, but how he 
did it without any visible plant was a 
mystery. At last we found the little 
thing that you see there, and the case 
became a plain one right away. 

“That is the smallest still, as wel] as 
the simplest, that has ever been captur- 
ed by a government officers. As you see, 
it consists of a quart milk can with a 
cap of an ordinary tin funnel. The arm 
and copper ‘worm’ running from the still 
to the ‘flake stand’ or cond@nser is less 
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than half an inch in diameter, while the 
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an old gallon pain 
of the paint stciking to it even now. 

“This little outfit, as we discovered af- 
terwards, ‘John Martin,’ or whatever his 
namé is, used to carry about with him in 
a carpet-bag, making his liquor at any 
convenient place and changing the lo- 
cality whenever it seemed bentedor his 
safety. Of course, he couldn't make much 
liquor at a time. It takes 20 gallons of 
‘heer’ or ‘mash’ to make 1 galion of 
whisky, and as John couldn't put more 
than a quart of the beer into his still 
at one time, the capacity of his run was 
limitea to a few d@rinks. But he kept 
his fittle pocket distiliery going all the 
time, and must Rave made a fairly good 
living from it. Although we ran across 
his apparatus in the bushes, he was too 
smart for us himself, leading us a chase 
over the hills that none but a greyhound 
or a mountaineer could have kept up. 
That was not very long ago, and, like 
most of his kind, John will probably show 
up again. In the meantime the govern- 
ment has ordered the still to be sent to 
Washington, where it will be placed on 
exhibition as one of the unique captures 
of the revenue gervice. 

“That was moonshining on a small 
scale.” continued Officer Martin, ‘‘the 
emallest of which we have any record. 
But here is the biggest haul that was 
ever made in the state of Georgia, a still 
run by a steam plant down in the cotton 
flelds of Morgan county. It has a capac- 
ity of 1,000 gallons and could easily turn 
out % gallons of whisky per day, a 
rather different record from the primitive 
quart still over yonder. It is needless to 
gay that this Morgan couhty plant was 
not carried around in a carpet-bag from 
place to place. It was operated by a 
big steamer boiler, or ‘plumper,’ and 
was coining money\ for its owners when 
we tracked it out. We had a hard time 
capturing the man who ran this still. 
His name is Alford, and although we 
caught him three times, he succeeded in 
making his final_escape by a bold jump 
from an express train that was carrying 
him to Atlanta. In the bushes he had 
decoyed one of the raiding party away 
from the others, and then turned on him 
and was just pulling his pistol for a dead 
shot when the rest of us bore him to 
the ground. Of course; Alford Was not 
the real owner of the steam 2 A 
wealthy “company was back ‘of him, 
probably men of g0ed standing in the 
community, but as yet we have not gath- 
ered sufficient proof to bring any of them 
to justice. 

“One of the most desperate gang of 
moonshiners that I: have tackled in re- 
cent years was during @ raid made some 
months ago in Walton 
county. This was on 4 
cotton plantation , belong- 
ing to the Kent family. 
There was no other fam- 
ily in the neighborhood, 
and the Kents considered 
they had a perfect right to do all Me 
moonshining they wanted on their own 
premises and with their own corn. A rev- 
enue officer, according to their notion, 
was the agent of a tyrannical govern- 
ment, to resist whom was within the 
right of every self-respecting moonshiner. 
These people operated their moonshine 
plant as one of. fhe Yegitimate industries 
of the place, the mégro hands, who had 
been there since: the old slavery days, 
doing most of the work at the distillery. 
Speaking of-negfoe® in these plantation 
raids, they aré the most helpless, scared 
class with Which we ever have to deal. 
They never do Mny fighting. A white 
moonshiner will take chances and run 
whether you have:.your gun on him or 
not, but a negré Stands at the command 
of the officer and js always caught. There 
were plenty, of megroes in this Walton 
county raid andzwe ‘cowld have filled up 
the jail with them if we had not been too 
anxious to get out of the place ourselves 
before the fight was over. 

“As a rule, the moonshiner will not 
fight unless he is cornered, and it is his 
only chance to escape arrest. But these 
Kents were of the true fighting breed 
and defended their still at the point of 
the musket,. In the swamp where the 
still was located we had a lively exchange 
of shots with four of the tribe, putting 
them to flight finally. On our return to 
the main road, however, we were greeted 
with a shotgun fusilade from ambush 
just as “we were driving away. The first 
round of shot tore down the cover of our 
wagon, and the second round laid all 
three of us low with dangerous wounds in 
the back and head. Fortunately some 
of the shot stirred up the horses, whose 
running away saved us from further 
slaughter. | 

“Thig..shooting from ambush on the 
part of the magonshiners reminds me of a 
rather humorous incident that occurred 
in a raid I made last year up in Haber- 
sham county. There were two men run- 
ning that still, one of them named Eli 
Adams, the other John Still. We ¢cap- 
tured Eli early in the raid and handcuffed 
him to ofie of the deputy marshals, tak- 
ing him with us into the hollow where 
the distillery was located. It was at 
night, of course, the time when nearly 
all moonshine raids are made, and we had 
not gone very far before §& brisk shotgun 
fire from the surrounding hills was opened 
up on us. The pattering of the shot on 
the leaves growing uncomfortable, we

told Eli he would have to call his friends 


off or have a taste of our own guns. He 
protested that he had ho idea who was 
doing the shooting, but finally sang out: 

‘***Waal, boys, I don’t know who you 
be, but my name’s Eli Adams, an’ I wish 
you'd quit that infernal racket. Jes’ you 
be still at this hyah still!’ 

“The firing stopped immediately, and 
by means of the hint contained in Eli's 
joke we succeeded in capturing his part- 
ner, John Still, the next day. He was 
another moonshiner, however, who could 
not brook arrest and committed suicide 
by means of an overdose of morphine be- 
fore we could bring him to trial.’’

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rst Days of Commerce O: 
mestic Trade With the Young Colonies

ROM the first Settlement of 

the American colonies, ¢s- 

pecially along the southern 

coast, attention was di- 

rected to the very valuable 

resources. of the forests. 

The woods in Virginia, 

however, seemed to be for 

the most part neglected, 

but occasionally ships were 

built for the Bristol mer- 

chants, the tall trees in 

some places being utilized 

for ship timbers, especial- 

ly for masts; and some tar was made 

and boards and joists were at times 

sent to England from the Virginia shore. 

They filled in the spaces between the to- 

bacco hogsheads with staves to make 

puncheons to hold English rum and to 

make herring barrels. These were, for 

many years, the only exports from Vir- 
ginia to the mother country. 

In South Carolina tar, pitch and tur- 
pentine were also the only exports, and 
for years she outrivalled her sister colo- 
nies in this line. Her fine pine forests 
attracted such attention that she, for a 
long time, was the principal market of 
all the colonies to furnish the largest 
and tallest masts that could be found. 
But when the culture of rice was intro- 
duced, trade .in forest products mate- 
rially decreased, and was transferred 
principally to Nerth Carolina. The chief 
products from this state were from the 
first tar, pitch, resin, turpentine, ship- 
masts and boards. The process of get- 
ting out boards was so slow, difficult 
and unsatisfactory that the owners of 
this plantation sent to Virginia for a 
saw mill as early as 1620; and then in 
1654, thirty-four years later, another was 
built. Just think that within thirty-four 
years, a third of a century, only two 
saw mills had been imported into North 
Carolina and put in successful operation! 

Is it not interesting to compare the 
progress of the Old North State about 
1650 to her go-aheadativeness of 1900? At 
that time such a thing as a sawmill] was 
not known or manufactured in all Eng- 
land. The good Virginia people had to 
call on the Dutch for their first mills. 
The Dutch had many mills along the 
Hudson, run by wind or waiter. In 1701 
there were forty sawmills in New York; 
in 1635, New Hampshire settlement had. a 
sawmill; Massachusetts also had one of 
these machines, which were new to Eng- 
lishmen, but 1,200 years old in Germany. 
The colony of Maine also had mills, and 
soon all New England had many cheap 
sawmills. The royal navy was supplied 
with yards and bow-sprits; and trees. 
over 2 feet indiameter were used for 
masts, which then were made of one 
piece of timber, often over 100 feet in 
length. 

Nowhere else, except In the pine forests 
of Georgia, have such sticks of timber 
been found. In Georgia we have sticks 
exceeding by far, in quality, quantity and 
durability, any formerly found even in 
Maine. 

In connection with South Carolina, I 
beg to state that for many years before 
the territory known as) Georgia had a 
de facto existence, the principal trade 
from this region found its way to the 
towns of South Carolina. Hence, in 
speaking of the trade mn the colony of 
South Carolina, Georgia will.be included, 

From “Historical Collections of South 
Carolina,’”’ containing many curious and 
interesting particulars, I extract freely. 
Speaking of this colony's 
exports and imports, the 
author says: “From 
whence this great and 
national. advantage will 
arise, that by knowing at 
what rate the trade of 
South Carolina hath increased within 
forty years, from 1710 to 1750, the surest 
judgment may be formed of its future in- 
crease; and these facts may be collater- 
ally useful by serving as a sort of scale 
to measure the increase of trade in the 
other British colonies of North America.”’ 
Following this, the author gives a list 
of ‘British woolen, linen and Bast India 
manufactures imported as follows: 

‘‘Druggets and drabs, daffils and duroys, 
sherges and shaloons, camblets and gro- 
grams, cloths, broad and narrow of all 
sorts, from the finest broadcloth down to 
negro cloth; none having been manu- 
factured here,- excepting a little negro 
cloth, and that only when the produce of 
this province bore but a low price; 
cloths readymade; our imports in these 
two last articles are to a great value; 
blankets of all sorts; flannels: hats, wool- 
en and beaver; stockings; shrouds; car- 
pets; buttons and mohair; cloth of every 
#kind, from cambric to osnabrigs; of the 
manufacture of Germany, Holland, Eng- 
land, Scotland and Ireland, to a great 
value. We also import small quantities 
of linen that is made by Irish people 
settled in the townships of Williamsburg 
in Virginia; sail cloth, tickink, checkered 
and printed linens, haberdashery wares; 
calicoes, white and printed, muslins, dim- 
ity and fustian; stuffs of British manu- 
facture, stuffs of East India manufacture, 
Stockings and handkerchiefs, gloves and 
ribbons; laces of gold, silver and thread; 
iron, cast and wrought into all sorts of 
household utensils and cutlery wares. 
guns, pistols, swords, etc., nails of all 
sorts, lead in sheets. bullets and shot, 
tin ware, pewter, in household uten- 
sils, etc., brass wrought of all sorts, cop- 
per wrought of all sorts, plate and silver 
wrought, watches, gold and silver; books, 
cables and cordage, china and other 
earthen wares, chairs and beds, fans and 
| other millinery wares, glass wares as 
looking glasses, drinking glasses and bot- 
tles, leather wrought into shoes, boots, 
saddles, bridles, etc., gloves of all sorts. 
paper of all sorts, pictures and prints. 
Statfonary wares, files, cheese, grocery 
wares, oil, salad, etc., salt; beer in casks 
and bottles, tea of al] sorts, wines of va- 
rious sorts; but the wine chiefly drank 
here is Madeira, imported directly from 
the place of growth: coals, corks, drugs 
and medicines, grind stones, gun powder, 
iron, in bars, painters colors, quills, 
snuff.” 

“No country in this part of the world 
has less illegal trade than South Caro- 
lina; at least, so far as I can learn, 
though if there was any tt would-be dif- 
ficult to prevent it, by reason of the great 
number of rivers and creeks, and the 
smali number of officers of the cus- 
toms.”’ ° 

In regard to cattle, sheep, efc., he says: 
“South ‘Chro¥na ‘abounds ,with black 
eattle to a degree much beyond any 
other English colony, which is chiefly 
owing to the mildmess of the winter 
whereby planters are freed from the 
charge and trouble of providing for their 
cattle, suffering them to feed all the 
winter in the woods. 

“These creatures have, mightily tng 
creased since the first settlement of the 
colony, about forty years ago. It was 
then reckoned a great matter for a plant- 
er to have three or four cows, but now 
some people have a thdusand head of cat- 
tle and for one man to have two hun- 
dred is very common. They likewise have 
hogs in abundance, which go daily to 
feed in the woods, and come home at 
night. Also some sheep and goats.” - 
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the rpentine:  “Thg’ usual! 
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produce of an acre of indian corn is from 
18 to 30 bushels and 6 Dushels of indian 
peas, which run like a vine among the 
corn. About a gallion of indian corn 
sows an acre. 

“Rice is sowed in furrows about 18 
inches distant; a peck usually sows an 
acre, which yields seldom less than 3 
bushels or more than 6 bushels, but gen- 
erally between these two, according as 
the land is better or worse. Rice is 
cleaned by mills turned ody horses or 
oxen. The planters in this colony sow 
much rice, not only bddcayse it is a 
vendable commodity, out thriving best 
in low, moist lands, it tnclines people to 
improve that sort of ground, which, be- 
ing planted a few years with rice and 
then laid fallow, it turns to the best 
pasture. 

“The five sorts of commodities known 
by the names of turpentine, tar, pitch, oil 
of turpentine and rosin are al] extracted 
from a species of pine tree, called the 
pitch pine, and may rather be sald to 
be one and the same thing under differ- 
ent modes of preparation, than five differ- 
ent sorts of commodities, because they 
are all included in the gum or resin of 
the pine tree. 

“Turpentine is the gum in the liquid 
state, extracted by incision and the heat 
of the sun while the tree is growing. 

“Oil of turpentine is obtained by the 
distillation of turpentine. 

“Rosin is the residium or remainder of 
such turpentine after the oll is distilled 
from it. 

“Tar is the gum in a liquid state, but 
forced out by a proper degree of con- 
fined fire heat after the tree is cut down, 
split in pleces and dried, 

“Pitch is the solid part of tar, sepa- 
rated from the liquid part by boiling. 

“Turpentine is obtained by cutting 
channels in the standing green trees, s0 
as to meet in a point at the foot of the 
tree, where a box or several pieces of 
board are fitted to receive it. The chan- 
nels are cut as high as a man can reach 
with an ax, and the bark is peeled off 
from those parts of the tree which are 
exposed to the sun, that the heat of it 
may more easily draw out the turpentine. 
The process of extracting tar is as fol- 
loweth: First they prepare a circular 
floor of clay, declining a little toward 
the center; from which there is laid a 
pipe of wood, extending near horizontal- 
ly 2 feet without the circumference, and 
so let into the ground that ite upper 
side is near level with the floor; at the 
outer end of this pipé they dig a hole 
large enough to hold the barrels for the 
tar, which when forced out of the wood 
naturally runs to ‘the center of the floor 
at the lowest part, and thence along 
the pipe into the barrels. These matters 
being first prepared, they raise upon 
that clay floor a large pile of dry pine 
wood, split in pieces, and,inclose the 
whole pile with a wall of ea@th, leaving 
only a little hole at the top, where the 
first is To be kindled, and when that is 
done, so that the inclosed wood begins 
to burn, the whole is stopped up with 
earth; to the end that there may not be 
any flame, not only heat sufficient to 
force the tar out of the wood and make 
it run down to the floor; they temper the 
heat as they think proper by thrusting 
a stick through the earth and letting the 
air in at as many places as they find 
necessary.”

Engtand kind. In return for these 
ccmmodities and manufactures there wete 
sent from Souts Carolina to Great Brit- 
ain some seventy thousand deerskins a 
year. In 1740, seventeen years after the 
advent of Oglethorpe, it required six hun- 
dred men, two thousand pack horses and 
many boats to carry on the deerskin 
trade of Augusta, Ga. Often a train of a 
hundred pack horses could be seen carry- 
ing on this trade with the Indians, push- 
ing its way through Creek and Cherokeé 
nations, even to the Mississippi on the 
west and the Catawba to the northeast. 

Early in the sixteenth century Bng- 
lishmen began the fisheries at Newfound- 
land. By these distant fisheries a great 
number of English seamen were attract- 
ed. The great growth of the cod and 
mackerel fisheries caused these commod- 
ities to became New England's staple for 
foreign trade, and became the chief ex- 
port to the other plantations. They be- 
came very popular, even buying negro«s 
on the coast of Africa. This trade had its 
centers in Salem, Newport and Boston. 

Whales were plenty along the coast, and 
sometimes ascended the larger rivers. By 
144 the Long Islanders began to cap- 
ture the whales, and by 1770 had become 
very expert, attacking the whales with 
spears or harpoons. The Indians became 
very expert in the use of the spear and 
were often employed. Hearing the re- 
ports of the success of the whalers of 
Long Island, the New Englanders en- 
gaged in it; ang by 1676 the people of Con- 
necticut and Rhode Island had learned the 
art. In 1680, Ichabod Paddock went from 
Cape Cod to Nantucket and taught them 
& more effectual method of capturing the 
whale. In 1718, when the whales forsook 
the shore, the fishermen ventured out in 
small schooners and sloops to seek thoir 
game between Cape Cod and the Ber- 
mudas. 

By tht mackerel and cod fisheries these 
inhabitants became a sea-going and com- 
mercial people; the whaleries brought in 
large ships. Not desiring to have their 
ships built on the Baltic, and not wishing 
to buy their naval stores of the Swedes, 
through foreign merchants, English 
Statesmen turned to America for relief: 
and in 1631, the real ship building com- 
meneced. The Dutch built a great ship at 
Manhattan island: and at Medford was 
constructed a ship named the *“Biessing 
of the Bay,” by Will Stephens, who had 
built in England “The Roydl Merchant’ 
of 60 tons. In 164, a great stimulus was 
given to ship-building and Boston 
bullt a ship. One little ship after an- 
other was built and sent away laden with 
timber, naval stores or fish, to faraway 
lands, and returned laden with fruits, oils, 
wool, iron and sugar. A few years after 
ship-building began, Boston, from a poor 
village, became a thriving little city. 
In 165 she had one hundred and thirt? 
sail upon the sea. 

In 1640, Governor Hopkins, of Connec- 
tieut, commenced to build its first ship: 
end later New Hampshire and Maine sent 
out many vessels. New York, taking her 
cue from the Dutch, built and sent out 
the largest vessels. Philadelpifa, with 
her iron works, and being nearer the ship- 
building material of the south, at the 
close of the colonial period was the chief 
seaport of British-America. Large, un- 
gainly rafts of 5,000 tons bufthen, loaded 
with timber, were sent to be broken up 
at the end of their destination. 

About 1740 many vessels were built in 
the waters of Virginia, an@ in 1740 a 
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women natives, and 
the men.

each ten acres. This was for the purpose 
of promoting the silk industry. S 

From the “Minutes of the Trustees for 
the Establishment of the Colony of 
Georgia,”” we extract the following: 

“March 38, 1741-2—Received from the 
custom house, a chest of silk, 
from Georgia, with the following 
testation: ‘We whose 
names are underwritten 
do hereby attest and 
certify that the raw silk 
contained in the chest 
herein sent was in our 
presence put into the 
ee yee ” Mary, wife of Lewis Ca- 

» @iter having been. first w 
which amounted to 4 pounds, 2 coon 
avoirdupois weight; that is to gay, 8 
pounds, part thereof had been manufac- 
tured and wound off by” her in the town 
of Savannah, in the year 1740; and 37 
pounds, @ ounces, the remaining part 
thereof, had been in like manner wound 
off by her the present year 1741. And we

pounds, 14 ounces, weight of coceons or 
silk balls were raised in Savannah, in 
Georgia (the silk worms being fed with 
the mulberry leaves srowing in said 
county), and had been delivered to Mrs.

For some eight or ten years after this 
the trustees still insisted upon the cultli- 
vation of mulberry trees and the produc- 
tion of silk, but this industry did not 
flourish. The Salzburgers at Ebenezer 
produced one-half of the silk of the col- 
ony. Many farmers were engaged in the 
cultivation of indigo and Buropean grape 
vines were brought over and Planted. 
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| The population of the colony at this 


time had Increased to 1,500. 

Toward the close of the seventeenth 
century Mr. Lucas, a wealthy English 
planter, residing at the time on Bermuda 
island, sent to his niece, Miss Eliza Lu- 
cas, of Georgetown, in the colony of 
South Carolina, a small quantity of in- 
diga seed, accompanying his gift Bi 
full instructions as to the cultivation of 
the plant and the preparation of the seed 
for use as a dye and for export. Shortly 
after Mr. Lucas sent a Servant who was 
regarded as an expert in the matter to 
supervise the planting of this small tn- 
digo farm. For some reason this person 
turned recreant to the task confided to 
him. Miss Lucas, becoming aware of his 
indifference and assured that he was not 
following the instructions of her uncle, 
@s contained in his letter to her. die- 
missed the expert and undertook herself 


the management. She was a woman of . 


remarkable energy and sound judgment, 
noted even in that day for her fondness 
for agriculture and domestic virtues, Un- 
der her skillful supervision the first crop 
of indigo cultivated in the colonies of 
America was grown and prepared for

AT THE IRONING TABLE. 

When dampening clothes for ironing use 
a whisk broom to sprinkle the pieces, then 
roll or fold and pack until 
evenly dampened. Put a ! z ‘e 
borax in the starch for white shirts, cuffs 
and collars. It makes them stiffer and 
gives a nicer finish. Before beginning 
to iron a starched plece of thjs kind, 
wring a clean, white cloth from clear, 
cold water and rub the surface to remove 


a little with a hot fron. Remove the 
cloth and finish as usual. = 
Very little blueing: should be used in 
white clothes and : 
which will not spot or stréak the clothes. 
A package of blue diamond dye for cot- 
ten dissolved in a quart of boiling water, 
then strained and bottled for usé, makes 
the best bluing. Dark colored goods, like 
black, brown or dark blue, plain goods, 
should not be washed or rinsed in the 
same water that the white clothes have 
been in, as it will leave white lint on 
the. dark goods. The same care should 
be observed regarding black hose. 
Always use an ironing board for skirts 
and a board for white shirts. The

On stains of grease or oil on carpets 
sprinkle flour, removing as soon as it has 
absorbed the oil, when the spots will have 
completely disappeared. 

Rub spirits of camphor into white spots 
on furniture and the color will be re- 
stored. 

To renew the polish on furniture wood 
work, wash it thoroughly with warm 
water, in which a little soda or castile 
soap has been dissolved. The dullness of 
the polish is due to dirt. 

Clean an eiderdown sacque by rubbing 
into it corn meal dampened with water, 
in which a little ammonia has been 
poured. White furs are cleaned by means 
of dry corn*meal rubbed CER them.

My 
children visit very little, so he must have 
come in contact with a gern that has 
been here for eighteen months, either in 
my little schoo! of sixteen pupils, at Sun- 
day school or elsewhere. 

While our legislators are puzzling their 
brains over what laws to pass it seems 
to me a fumigating law would be a good 
one, and ‘tis certainly a very necessary 
one. We have chickenpox, whooping 
cough, scarlet fever, ete.. in this section 
and there is no mention of fumigation ex- 
cept by the few mothers who know the 
history of- germs and the dire necessity 
of destroying them.

“About the time, of. his~ (Washington's) 
errival, a most horrid plot was discovered, 
the infamous General Arnold‘at: the head 
of it, who, it is supposed, has beén cor- 
rupted by the influence.of British gold, 
having. agreed.to deliver up the fortress 
at West Point.’’ And-in its issue of Octo- 
ber 17; ‘‘Thursday, the 2d of November, 
will be observed in’ New York as a'public 
thanksgiving to Almighty God for His 
remarkable deliverance in the discovery 
of the Horrid Conspiracy for the deliver- 
ing up of West Point.’’ 


Ar- 
nold asked. 

“They would cut off: that shortened 
leg of. yours wounded at Quebec and at 
Saratoga,’’ replied the captain, ‘‘and bury 
it with all the honors of war, then hang 
the rest of you On a gibbet.”’

On the deck of a North German Lioyd steamer bound for Ame qua 


By FRANK G. CARPENTER. 

HE Germans are preparing 
to compete -with Bngland 
and the United States for 
the commerce of the world. 
They are building ships 
faster than any other na- 
tion. They are deepening 
their harbors, improving 
their rivers and digging 
canals. They already have 
the fastest and best ves- 
sels of the worid, and their 
arbors are as good ‘as 

, any on earth. 

This is especially so of Hamburg... The 
city has already spent $26,000,000 improv- 
ing its quays and docks, and its means 
ef handling freight are equal to those of 
Léndon and Liverpool. New York c.ty, it 
ls estimated, pays something like $00,000,- 
$0 a year for drayage. Hamburg pays 
ittle. The ships are unloaded directiy in- 
to the cars or into the great storage 
ware houses of the free port, and thence 
ghipped by train and canal boat to every 
part of northern and central Europe, The 

- pailroads come right down to the wharves, 
and half the ware houses-are such that 
they can drop their goods into the cars 
or boats. 

Indeed, it is hard to imagine a better 


trade situation than this. Hamburg is 


Situated on the. Elbe. abeut forty-four 
miles from the sea at a point where the 
Fiver is deep enough and wide enough tw 


_ Boat the shipping of all the world. The 


ibe here is, for 5 miles, a vast series of 
Gocks, anchorages and landing places, 
And {n it aro ships from every continent 
and every sen. From the Baltic, Russia 
north, froin 
Bouth America. trom Australia and trum 
Bouth Africa from the Mediterranean, 
China and the Islands of the Pacific the 
vessels come by the hundreds to this 
great trading center. 

Hamburg has more commerce thn any 
other city on the European continent, and 
it is tramping on the heels of London, 
Liverpool and New York. li had Isst 
year eleven thousand ships from Euro- 
pean ports, and from across: the Atiantic 
fame a fleet of sixteen hundred and 
twelve with a tonnage of more than three 
and one-half iillions, mostly goods from 
the United States. Hamburg, in fact, Is 
tne chief northern gateway of the Ameri- 
€an invasion, and through it passes not 
Only the enormous amount of goods we 
send Germany, but a large part of those 
for Austria, Switzerland and Russia. The 
R00ds are landed here in the free po:t, 
Gnd thence transshipped to all parts of 
‘Morthern Europe. | . 

Most of our large exporters, incinding 
those selling meat and fruits, and esne- 
Cially American machinery, have houses 
here. At the sathe time a large business 
ls done in retailing American goods. I 
soo in a big hotel on the Pinnen Aister, 
® beautiful lake, in the busiest part ot 
the city. There is a new American shee 
ftore next door, and our goods are sold 
ail around me. 1 see neckties in the 
‘othing shops sold under the name of 
Prince Heinrich neckties, They have the 
American flag on them and are loud 
MOugh to suit the gaudiest German. 
American hats are the fashion here and 
they cost more than at home. Americat 
fanned fruits, meats and vegetables ure 
fo be seen in all the groceries, and the 
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American typewriter and roll-top desk are 
in usé in most of the offices. 

The Hamburg of today is a new city. 
It. grows. faster than any port in Eu- 
rope. It was founded more than a thou- 
sand years ago, but the 
greater part of it looks 
as though it were put 
up yesterday, and it is 
only in places that you 
can realize that it was 

Emterests one of the great cities 
of the middle ages. Still it was begun 
by Charlemiagne 800 A. D., and it was for 
years one of the chief towns of the 
Hanseatic League. It has new about a 
million inhabitants and is rich beyond 
computation. It is putting up many new 
bulidings. The new Rathaus is a mag- 
nificent structure, the new stock ex- 
change is: one of the best of all Europe, 
and some of the hotels on the Alster are 
better than any in Berlin. 


Hamburg is a beautiful city.. Lying on 
the wide and deep Elbe it is cut up by 
canals ard in its older parts it is as pic- 
turesqué as Venice. The canals are wall- 
ed with ware houses of five and six 
stories, and caravans of boats are con- 
tinually loading and unloading within 
them. Each building has iron cranes 
reaching. out over the water and the 
goods are, raised and lowered by pulleys. 
The canals are connected with the greater 
canals outside, so that freight thus trans- 
ferred can be sent-from here to Berlin, 
or by the Elbe and other canals down 
to the great system of the Rhine. 

Tho city claims that a great part of its 
prosperity comes from its free port. This 
is a section which. is covered with 
enormous ware houses where goods can be 
stored without paying duty and later on 
be shipped in bond to any part of the 
world. If they go to Germany they must 
pay duty on leaving the free harbor, but 
if elsewhere they afe not taxed except in 
the country of their landing. 

I have spent several days in this free- 
harbor section during my stay here. It 
lies right on the river. It comprises about 
twenty-five hundred: acres of land and 
water-bounded by floating palisades in 
the Elbe and by the customs canal on the 
side cf the city. The port contains almost 
eighteen hundred acres of jand, and this 
space is covered with vast ware houses 
of red brick, which look more like our 
flats than anything else. The land is cut 
up by canals so that ships can come right 
to the.ware houses. There is a customs 
canal Leparating this harbor from the 
remainder of Hamburg, and this is cross- 
ed by many bridges, at each of which 
a customs officer stands to examine what 
if brought out. I was even questioned 
as to my camera, but was not made to 
pay duty, as I could prove that I had 
taken it in a short time before. 

IT went through some of the ware houses. 
They .are packed with all kinds of goods 
awaiting shipment. In one I found cof- 
fee. from. Porto Rico and Brazil, being 
sorted by about one hundred German 
girls,’who sat at long tables, picking out 
the bad beans and grading the good ones 
for shipment. Another ware houge had 
American reapers, mowers and thrashing 
machines,-and another held thousands of 
dollars’ worth of American flour. Then 
there were quantities of Chicago: meat 
and Grand Rapids: furniture in boxes. I 
met some of the American agents, “who 
informed me that they found it better to 
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leave their goods in bond until they were 
needed. 

This is a good place to see something 
of the shipping of Germany. You can 
take a boat and ride for several hours 
from one great wharf to another, passing 
Sailing vessels and steamers from all 
parts of the world. I have done so sev- 
eral times during my stay in Hamburg, 
and am amazed at the enormous strides 
the Germans are taking on the road of 
ocean commerce. There are many great 
steamship companies here, some of which 
are almost unknown in the United States. 
There are companies which deal only with 
South America, some which have regu- 
lar vessels to Africa, and a large number 
which trade with the Baltic countries. 
The German Baltic fleet now amounts 
to more than 400,000 tons. Its ships call 
at the ports of Scandinavia, Finland and 
Russia and the north German provinces, 
and sail thence to England and other 
parts of the world. 

This is the headquarters of the Ham- 
burg-American line, which in recent years 
has become so prominent. It has now 
Some of the biggest and fastest ships 
afioat, and its Atlantic ocean passengers 
number more than 60,000 a year. It is 
capitalized at $40,000,000, and it earns more 
than 10 per cent on that amount. It has 
now 127 ecean steamers, more than 10 
river steamers and about 18,000 employees. 

The chief competitor of the Hamburg- 
American line is. the.. Nerth German 
Lioyd, which sails from .Bremen. The 
two. companies were founded along about 
a half century ago, although the North 
German Lioyd is the younger by nine 
years. They both started small, and both 
now pay big interest on large capital. 
The North German Lioyd, for instance, 
is capitalized at $26,000,000. It employs 
in the neighborhood of 19,000 men, and 
vies with the Hamburg-American as hav- 
ing the fastest ships upon earth. In this 
company there are seventy-seven large 
ocean steamers, and among them ships 
sailing to Asia, South America and Aus- 
tralia, as well as across the Atlantic. I 
am told that its steamer tines now num- 
ber about thirty, but these include some 
branch lines and minor lines in other 
parts of the world. 

Germany has a large steamship connec- 
tion with South and Central America. 
It competes with England and France 
for the trade of the east coast of our 
hemisphere and also does a large busi- 
ness on the lower western part of it. One 
of the chief lines is known as the Kos- 
mos. This sends ships clear around the 
continent via the Strait of Magellan. Its 
vessels often go as far north as San 
Francisco and it has a big trade with 
Mexico, Peru, Chile and Argentina. An- 
other steamship line goes from here to 
Brazil, and German vessels sail far up 
the Amazon. Most of the South Amer- 
ican ships are paying good dividends. 
The Kosmos company made a profit of 15 
per cent in 1900, and some other compa- 
nies pay almost as well. 

It used to be that the English had the 
monopoly of the Chinese and Japanese 
trade. They had the best steamers and 
it was the aristocratic thing to go on 
the P. and O. Of late years the English 
boats have fallen off. They are far be- 
hind the times in comfort and gpeed, and 
the Germans are getting the travel. The 
best accommodations from Asia to Eu- 
rope are now found on the North Ger- 
man Lioyd steamers; and they carry a 
large number of passengers, both first 
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pansion engines, worked by crude petro- 
ileum. They will run from Shanghai to 
the great tea port of Hankow, about 700 
miles in interior China, and there con- 
nect with smaller German steamers, 
which will go as far up as the gorges of 
Ichang, or altogether about one thousand 
miles from the coast. 

They have also regular lines of steam- 
ers to Kiauchau, their port on the Chi- 
nese coast. 

The Germans have ships which call at 
Tien Tsin, and they regularly trade at 
the Japanese ports. They have recently 

put on a line to the Phil- 
German ippines. The ships go 
} Ships For from Haniburg down to 
Siamamd the Mediterranean, and 
Philip. crossing that through the 
Pines Suez canal to Ceylon, 
Singapore, and thence to 
Manila. , 
They now practically control the ship- 
ping of Stam. Five years ago the Brit- 
| ish Wad 88 per cent of this business, but 


now 8 per cent of it is carried on under | 


the German flag. The German capitalists 
bought out the British steamers and add- 
ed more. The service now ig batter than 
} it has ever been, and the Siamese trade 
is going to Germany. It ts the same in 
many other parts of the globe, and were 
it not for the Morganization’ of our lines, 
as the merging of the steamships by the 
Americans is called, they would have a 
| fair chance to eventually capture the com- 
merce of the world. 

The Germans are’ not -only making 
|/moneéy out of commerce, but out of. ship- 
| building as well. They have now some 
'of the largest of thé ship yards. They 
| make the biggest and the best ships, and 
, they are manufactufing them, not only 
for themselves, but aiso for foreign coun- 
tries. The Krupps have big ship yards 
at Kiel, not far {fom Hamburg. There 
are other yards at Flensburg and Bre- 
men, and the largest Of all at Stettin 
on-the Oder, not far from the Baltic. All 
of these establishments have increased 
their capital within the past year or so 
to the amount af more thah $2,000,000, and 
they are all making mioney. In 1900 the 
Flensburg yard paid 18 per cent on its 
capital stock, and the Vulean oompany, 

which builds the greyhounds for the 
North German Lioy@ and Hamibure- 
American companies, paid 12 per cent. 

The kaiser is doing all he can to en- 
courage shipbuilding. He thinks Ger- 
many ought to depend upon its own 
ships and in case of a protracted war 
should be able to make its own gun- 
boats. He frequently visits the ship- 
yards; and is very proud of the fact that 

the Germans make the fastest ships and 
the best. 

I went from Berlin to Stettin to see 
how the Germans build their vessels. 
The town is on the River Oder, $4 miles 
by rail from Berlin and 69 miles from 
the Baitic. The way is through a thirs- 
ty, sandy country, where women spade 
the fields under men as overseers, and 
where all toil in the sand for a bare 
living. The soil is so poor that it will 
grow little more than Christmas trees. 
SOme parts of it are planted with pines 
and the forests are as carefully kept as 
we keep our gardens. 

After several hours we came to Stettin. 
It has about 260,000 people and its. ship- 
building works and. other factories are 
making it grow. It has, like Hambury, 
a free port so that steamers fromi New 
York can come right to the city and un- 
load the food stuffs which are shipped 
there for the North German tradé. 

Its ship yards are on the edge of the 
city. They are known as the Vulcan 
works and are celebrated the world over 
as having turned out the Deutschland and 
the Kronpring Wilhelm and other famous 
vessels. The new steamer Kaiser Wil- 
helm der Zweite was still in the yards 
at the time of my visit; it is prophésied 
that it wil] surpass anything riow on the 
ocean in speed. 

I sgw ships building there for the czar 
and the mikado; and, also, in course of 
construction vessels for the German navy, 
and merchant ships for all parts of the 
world 

These yards now employ about.8,000 mén, 
and are increasing their force right along. 
They have a steady job on the Germap 
navy, and do an outside business run- 
ning high into the millions. Ships like 
the Deutschland and Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse cost something like $3,000,000 a 
piece, and many a man-of-war cost 
more. 

The Vulcan works have been in opera- 
tion for more than fifty years, making 
both ships and locomotives. They have 
made more than 2,000 lecomotives and a 
very large number of vessels of various 
sizes. They began with a capital of half 
a million doilars, which they have in- 
creased to $7,500,000, and this based upon 
the enlargement of their works. 

The yards now cover about 100 acres. 
I took qg naptha launch and rode by them, 
going a long distance by a skeleton 
framework of steel, 100 feet high, built 
cor constructing their enormous ves- 
sels. 

There was an elevated railroad on top 
of this framework, with cars upon it 
shifting the plates of armor and steél 
which form the shells of such vessels 
and dropping them into place under the 
direction of the overseers, Several ves- 
Sels were in the framework at the time, 
and the din of many hammers could be 
heard far up and dewn the Oder. 

During my stay in Germany I have met 
some of these shipbuilders. They appar- 
ently have little fear of holding their 
own. They use the best of materials, 
importing much of their iron from Swe- 
den, and they have excellent mechanical 
engineers. Their labor is far lower than 
ours, and they can furnish better work 
for the money than we can.

T is a question whether the 
quality of our administra- 
tive oil is the right sort to 
smooth the troubled po- 
litical waters of Porto 
Rico. The result of the 
political phase of our ex- 
periment here is apparent- 
ly as bad as the economic 
effect is good. The situa- 
tion might be likened unto 
a calf with too much 
tether. Under Spanish rule 
the Porto Rican had not 

enough liberty, and now he has more 
than his experience can accommodate. 
You have probably heard of the minis- 
ter’s son who was held in restraint, and 
not allowed to mingle with the other 
boys of the neighborhood in their sports 
and pastimes, for fear he would acquire 
bad habits; who was brought up practi- 
cally in his fathers’ study, and, after 
attaining his majority, was sent out to 
make his own way, armed with many 
precepts but equipped with little actual 
experience of the ways of the world. The 
manner in which that young man made 
things hum by trying to make up for 
lost time, and how he came to grief, is 
a matter of history.

Another of the foremost reasons for the 
discord in the island has been the mixed 
nationality. The new era was no more 
than ushered in until the American and 
the Spaniard and the Porto Rican began 
to pull in opposite directions. Their cus- 
toms and interests are naturally different, 
and the way they have pulled each other’s 
hair has been enough to grieve the gods. 
They are all to blame for the present 
muddle. Each in his way has added fuel 
to the fire. First, let us consider the 
American: Wherever our flag has gone 
it has been followed by an element of 
men who seem to consider it their nagu- 
ral right to gather up everything in sight; 
who seem to ignore the fact that the na- 
tive has a birthright to certain privileges. 
nis class of Americans has caused any 
amount of trouble. They do not proceed 
properly and tactfully to the accomplish- 
ment of legitimate purposes; they offend 
and estrange the native by treating him 
disdainfully, and oftentimes contemptu- 
ously. As a matter of course, the native 
gets his back up. He is quick to Tesent 
any show of superiority, and retaliates by 
taking advantage of the first opportunity 
that offers itself. As soon as they have a 
clash, the American rushes ¢o the palace, 
all out*of breath, pours his troubles into 
the ear of the governor or the general in 
command, and demands the gcalp of the 
native—demands it because he is an 
American and the other fellow is a na- 
tive. If the official in charge does not 
act favorably upon his request, the Amer- 
ican goes away in a buff, and the next 
time you hear of him he is arrayed with 
the opposition to the administration. 
There is altogether too much of this gort 
of thing going on. 

At the present time there is much com- 
planit against Governor Hunt’s adminis- 
tration in Porto Rico. There is a noisy 
faction which is clamor- 
ing for his removal on 
account of the mistakes 
he has made. This ref- 
erence to the matter is 
in no way intended as a 
defense of that gentle- 
man, further than the moral: support 
every patriotic citizen, irrespective of pol- 
ities, owes to the public official who rep- 
resents the dignity and power of the 
Amefican government. Governor Hunt's 
assailants are not misrepresenting matters 
in claiming that he has made mistakes. 
But this in nowise argues that if he were 
removed and some one installed in his 
place that, in the course of time, the 
same thing could not be said of his stic- 
cessor. 
never was a politician who did not make 
some bad appointments, and there never 
was 4 man in any kind of office who ran 
things to the entire satisfaction of every- 
body. it is a physicat impossibility, and 
if there is a new governor in Porte Rico 
it won't be long until somebody will te 
setting up a shout about something that 
he bas done or something that he has 
not done. 

“That is the broad way of looking at 
it,” says the man with a grievance, “hut 
if you lived here and were in busiriess 
and had gotten the worst of it, it would 
come a little nearer home to you.” The

failure somewhere, and the shoulders of 
the government are always broad. 

How has the Spaniard behaved under 
the new conditions? Not with a spirit 
ef brotherly love, it is true, but that 
coulda hardly be, expected of him. His 
attitude may be made plain by example. 
In Havana, during the trying days when 
our officials were endeavoring to get the 
treaty through, every American who 
knew what was going on could not help 
but feel indignant over the constant in- 
terference of the representatives of the 
Wuropean powers. They meddied and 
maneuvered and seemed willing to move 
heaven and earth to check the negotia- 
tions and balk our plans. I saw the same 
influences at work at St. Thomas, which 
finally resulted in the failure of our at- 
tempt to get possession of the Danish 
West Indies. By the time this is printed 
the same game will be on in full force in 
Colombia in the attempt to head off our 
canal treaty. It is mean, nasty, under- 
han@ed business, you will Say. It cer- 
tainly looks that way to the men who 
have to contend with it, and is very try- 
ing on thelr nerve and patience; but 
after all what else can be expected under 
circumstances? The United States, 
a new power in the world’s commerce 
and politics, has taken issue with Eu- 
rope and is actually putting the latter to 
rout. 

The European business men have oper- 
ated in Cuba for hundreds of years, and 
that treaty means practically a closed 
door to them hereafter. Can they be 
blamed for straining every muscle to head 
it off? They really cannot be censured 
for making a last stand against what they 
eonsider American eficroachment upon 
territory which has been theirs for tjme 
immemorial. All is fair in love and war, 
and in this part of the world there is 
going to be bitter war for commercial 
supremacy. -The interference of the old 
masters of the situation is, of course, very 
trying to us now, but not more embarrass- 
ing to us than their eventual defeat will 
be to them. We must be patient and 
persistent, living up to the rules of war- 
fare of the kind, taking our temporary 
defeats in a manger worthy of the brave, 
but working on to the victory which shall 
certainly be ours ip the end. 

This makes it plain that we must not 
be too hard on the Spaniard for making 
us all the trouble he can in Porto Rico. 
That worthy has had a. terrible come- 
down. We took a huge fall out of him. 
In the old days 10,000 Spaniards ruled 
about 1,000,000 natives here. They say 
it is a mean trick, after knocking @ man 
down, to jump on him, but that was 
about the size of the situation here when 
we happened along—the Spaniard not 
only had the Porto Rican down, but he 
had jumped on him. The native majority 
counted for nothing. Old records show 
that constant frauds were employed in 
order to prostitute the euffrage. A fa- 
vorite and oft-repeated trick cgnsisted in 
simulating a distyrbance in a voting pre- 
cinct, overturning the ballot box, and 
then taking advantage of the temporary 
confusion to substitute the balletg it con- 
tained by others that had been prepared 
for the purpose. 

Such frauds were all the more easy to 
perpetrate because of the fact that there 
were no official ballots, each voter bring- 
ing his ballot with him. The election 
judges made a practice of making up their 
papers comaining the list of ‘successful’ 
candidates days in advance of the elez- 
tion. Taxes were levied to protect the 
Spaniard, and the burden of maintaining 
the state—and the Spaniard with it—was 
thrown altogether on the shouldera of the 
native. The Spaniard had a mighty good 
thing, and we spoiled it for him. It is 
only natural that he should not like us; 
but beyond the manifestation of this dis- 
like, he has not caused us as much trou- 
ble in Porto Rico as the Porto Rican 
himself—the fellow that we pulled out 
from the bottom. 

The Porto Rican has been given the 
worst of it for such a long time that 
when he got on his feet and began to

Bitter pressor. The

between them lies in the phraseology of 
their platforms. In some slight differ- 
ences which might be enumerated 
neither party assails or denounces the 
position of the other. While they ‘point 
with pride’ to their own favorite meas- 
ures, they do not ‘view with alarm’ the 
policies advocated by théeir opponents. 
Notwithstanding the lack of clear-cut is- 
sues between the parties, the bitterness 
of party sptrit is manifested in a degree 
unheard of in the United States. It is a 
common thing for towns to be divided 
into hostile camps, with members of one. 
party not having any commédénication 
with those of-another. The violence of 
the language would produce scenes of 
bloodshed tn the states that would ripen 
into feuds lasting a lifetime.” 

The real difference between them seems 
to be that one faction is in and that the 
other is out. The objection one side 
raises against the other is not in the prin- 
ciple involved, but in the man executing 
it. Some American will tell you confi- 
dentially that the trouble is all due to the 
governer’s “not having sand enough to 
fire ‘so and so,’ who is a rascal.” That 
affords a clew, so you stagt out to work 
it. “ ‘So and so’ is not the finest speci- 
men of integrity and official honesty ever 
known, but he was elected by an over- 
whelming majority; he is the ¢holice of 
the people, and until it is made plain 
that he is an enemy to the public good, 
the governor cannot interfere, or he 
would start the cry of official oppres- 
sion."’ 

That sounds right. These people have 
been given suffrage, and their votes must 
be counted honestly and their decisions 
not interfered with hastily or indiscreet- 
ly. You have found out something, but 
not what you wanted to find out. You 
proceed further. This fellow should not 
be In office because he is a negro; this 
other one is a Protestant and the Cath- 
olics are afraid to trust him with their 
interests; the next one committed fraud 
to gét into office, and still another has 
been acting suspiciously since he got 
into power, and so on to the end. It all 
makes your head swim. Personal abuse 
on top of perdonal abuse. There is either 
a large amount of dirty political linen 
that needs washing here or else every 
other fellow you meet is a dyed-in-the- 
woo! liar. There is a cause for e¢very- 
thing, and I belHeve the following para- 
gtaph from a local orator’s speech ac- 
counts {n a great measure for this temp- 
est that is raging: 

im Porto Rico the old 
colonial vice of invoking the govern- 
ment’s intervention in eyerything; the 
tutelage of the state was so severely 
felt during the Spanish regime that 
many were unable to get along without 
it, and they will now attribute to indif- 
ference of the governmént what is mere- 
ly respect for citizens’ rights and the 
laws of the country. This creates an- 
other vice—that is, no one is satisfied 
with defeat In what he believes to be 
his right. If a court condemns him, he 
turns offended against it, and will deny 
the justice of the sentence; if the treas- 
ury calls upon him to pay a tax in pro- 
portion with his fortune, and which he 
is accustomed not to pay, he will say 
all manner of harsh things about the 
iaw, as well as the functionaries enforc- 
ing it; if as a eandidate in an election 
he meets with defeat, he will never con- 
fess that he is defeated legally. These 
are defects that can be cured only by 
‘the salutary exercise of the rights of citi- 
zenship, thus creating a respect fcr the 
rights of others and giving a true know!l- 
edge of the role played by the state, 
which is not a divine providence whose 
mission is to remedy all the personal 
gtievances of the people, but an organ- 
ization charged with maintaining the 
law.’’ 

There is certainly a lot of truth and 
wisdom in the above statement. Porto 
Rico is now a free country. It is not go- 
ing to be run inp tbe interest of the tax- 
dodging, privilege-seeking Spaniard, the 
carpet bagging American or the boycot- 
ting Porto Rican. All may have an equal 
chance if they obey the laws and attend 
to thelr own business. What is needed is 
more work and less ax-grinding and back- 
biting. Porto Rico now has the ‘best 
chance in its history to move forgrard. 
Its commefcial importance is increasing 
every day. The men who are causing 
this development and who are profiting 
by it are not the mischicf makers or -- 
lamity howlere.
